“It’s not just the SFAF, it’s the whole AIDS service 
structure [that] is too big,” Calvanese told the B.A.R. 
“It’s ‘corporatized’ to a degree that it’s undermining its 
ability to serve PWAs.” 

Calvanese briefly recalled the development of what 
he says has now become a “monster.” 

“A decade ago, PWAs were looking for help, and they 
decided to create their own organiza¬ 
tions. They did that very successfully, 
and the lesbian and gay community 
deserves credit for this,” Calvanese 
said. “But I feel like we’ve created a 
monster. Ten years ago I used to fight the establishment, 
now I’m fighting the same battles except it’s the AIDS 
structure. 

“I think a lot of people are very reluctant to criticize 
the AIDS structure, and many personal livelihoods are 
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O ver the past few months, the San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation (SFAF), one of the largest 
AIDS service organizations in the country, has 
received increasing criticism about its finances 
as more people discuss the future of AIDS services in light 
of changes in the epidemic and treatment options. 

The criticism has come from AIDS activists ranging 


from ACT UP/Golden Gate and ACT UP/San Francis¬ 
co to members of the Mayor’s HIV Health Services 
Planning Council. Tom Calvanese, a Planning Council 
member since September 1995, says the issue is not only 
the SFAF, but AIDS service organizations in general - 
or what he calls “AIDS, Inc.”

Cafe manager denies 

hiring CBC narc by Cynthia Laird 


T he Cafe is disputing flyers posted 
throughout the Castro early 
Christmas Eve urging a boycott of 
the popular Market Street gay bar 
because San Francisco police officer Joe Ban- 
non works there. Bannon, a gay cop, was one 
of the officers involved in the undercover in¬ 
vestigation of the Cannabis Buyers Club 
(CBC). The management of The Cafe denies 
Bannon is a paid employee providing secu¬ 
rity. 

A letter that appeared in the December 26 
issue of the Bay Area Reporter also drew at¬ 
tention to Bannon’s presence at The Cafe. 
David Smith, who wrote the letter, called 
Bannon a “traitor” to the community. Smith 
told the B.A.R. that he and some friends 
walked by The Cafe about a month ago and 
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saw Bannon, who ap¬ 
peared to be working at 
the door of the bar. 

In an exclusive inter¬ 
view with the Bay Area 
Reporter, Bannon said 
he does not and has 
never worked at the 
Cafe. 

“I never worked at 
the Cafe,” he said. “I 
certainly go there.” 

Bannon said he 
stands outside the club 
and socializes with 
friends because he’s 
allergic to smoke. 

Bannon adamant¬ 
ly denied accusations 
made by Smith in his 
letter that Bannon 
“posed as an AIDS 
patient to enter the 
Buyers Club.” 

“That’s an ab¬ 
solute falsehood. I 
actually never be¬ 
came a member; I 
walked in and pur¬ 
chased marijuana. 

That’s a matter of public record,” Bannon 
said. 

Bannon did say he is frustrated that he’s 
been unable to publicly discuss the CBC in¬ 
vestigation. 

“I don’t think you can fathom the amount 
of frustration I’m going through at not being 
able to make a statement about involvement 
in the case,” Bannon said. “This investigation 
was never, ever meant to target sick people or 
the AIDS community. It was to target a scam 
using sick people as a cover. It was my inten¬ 
tion to protect the community.”

Morgan Gorrono, manager of The Cafe, 
was also adamant that neither Bannon nor 
any other San Francisco police officer works 
security at the bar. 

“Joe Bannon has never been an employ¬ 
ee at The Cafe,” Gorrono told the B.A.R. 
“He’s a customer. We have all of our own se-

Gay synagogue 
finds larger quarters 


Jeff Getty: He’s 
a ‘People’ person

C ongregation Sha’ar Zahav 
has outgrown the Danvers 
Street synagogue it has oc¬ 
cupied since 1974, and will pur¬ 
chase the 16th and Dolores Street 
site of the former Comisky-Roche 
funeral home. 

The Bay Area’s most popular 
lesbian and gay Jewish synagogue 
announced December 23 that it 
has begun a $1.3 million capital 
campaign to purchase the build¬ 
ing at 209 Dolores Street. The ren¬ 
ovated site will not be ready for 
occupancy until next fall, accord¬ 
ing to CSZ spokeswoman Tiela 
Chalmers. 

Sha’ar Zahav’s move from the 
Upper Castro district to the Mis¬ 
sion Street building is due to the 
congregation’s five-fold growth in 
membership over the last decade. 
The congregation has 500 adult 
members - and 130 children.

The sanctuary in the former 
funeral home seats 250 people, 
double the capacity of the former 
site. The new building will also ac¬ 
commodate several meeting 
rooms, educational facilities, a 
larger Rabbi’s study, a library, and 
administrative offices. 

Founded in 1977 by three gay 


men inspired by gay outreach syn¬ 
agogues in New York, Chicago, and 
Los Angeles, Sha’ar Zahav means 
“Golden Gate” in Hebrew. ▼

:' Getty was named one of 
t'z People magazine’s 25 most 
intriguing people of the year, al¬ 
most exactly a year after he under¬ 
went the world’s first bone mar¬ 
row xenotransplant in December 
1995. Getty volunteered for the 
experimental technique in hopes 
that the bone marrow cells of a ba¬ 
boon would graft onto his own 
immune system and strengthen its 
resistance to HIV. The grafting did 
not take place as hoped, but the 
combination of therapies he re¬ 
ceived in preparation for the pro¬ 
cedure had a noticeable positive 
effect on his health. 

During and after the xeno¬ 
transplant, Getty received hate 
mail from animal rights activists 
who questioned whether a human 
life was worth the sacrifice of a ba¬ 
boon, and was attacked by some 
researchers who feared he could 
transmit baboon diseases to the 
general population. 

Getty, who was first infected

with HIV in the 1970s, argues that 
shepherds and other animal-han¬ 
dlers also act as conduits for ani- 
mal-to-human disease transmis¬ 
sion, and that xenotransplants are 
a logical and necessary path of ex¬ 
ploration for medical science. Since 
the procedure he has become a fre¬ 
quent lecturer and television guest. 

Getty told the B.A.R. he had 
not been told by People that he 
was on the list, and only discov¬ 
ered it by accident while leafing 
through magazines at an East Bay 
bookstore last weekend. ▼

Catch the Cable Cars 
by Monday or not at all

N ominations for the 23rd annual Cable Car Awards, honor¬ 
ing the contributions and service of lesbian and gay com¬ 
munity organizations and individuals, are due by this Mon¬ 
day, January 6, according to co-chairs of the ceremony. 

“The theme this year is ‘Outstanding,’ emphasizing recogni¬ 
tion of the very best achievements in our community through¬ 
out the past year,” said Linda Parios, co-chair of the event. 

According to Parios and co-chair Marcus Wonacott, nomi¬ 
nations for the 1997 awards must be postmarked or e-mailed no 
later than January 6. The annual awards dinner will be held on 
March 22. 

Award categories include community service, community ac¬ 
tivism, contribution to community well-being, community event 
(not to be confused with “event,” “competition event,” or 
“women’s community event”), contribution by a women’s com¬ 
munity organization, contribution by a business, contribution by 
a small business, event by an individual or small business, theme 
decoration, and fundraiser. Individuals may be recognized as 
woman of the year, man of the year, sportsman of the year, sports¬ 
woman of the year, disk jockey, columnist, journalist, critic, or 
entertainer of the year. 

Once nominated, Cable Car Award recipients can be selected 
for the award either by public vote, by committee selection, or by 
acknowledgment of the board of directors. 

“To create higher community participation, we have expand¬ 
ed our public vote through the use of local newspapers,” Wonacott 
said, “in addition to voting prior to and during the awards event 
at the venue.” 

As in previous years, all public voting will be tabulated solely 
by an independent accounting firm. T

Katz, supes address 
domestic partner issue

what has become an ongo- 
effort to implement the 
city’s new domestic partner 
benefit ordinance, the San Fran¬ 
cisco Board of Supervisors unan¬ 
imously passed a resolution Mon¬ 
day, December 23 urging the 
mayor and city departments to 
include language of the new ordi¬ 
nance in all contracts and leases 
that come up for renewal before 
the new law goes into effect. 

Supervisor Leslie Katz brought 
the resolution to the board, saying 
a supervisors’ committee has 
tabled renewals for several 
longterm leases because they did 
not contain provisions for the 
new domestic partner benefit law. 

Mayor Willie Brown signed an 
ordinance into law in November 
that requires all businesses con¬ 
tracting with the city to provide 
benefits to employees’ domestic 
partners if they offer benefits to 
spouses. The law’s implementation 
was delayed, to “provide contract¬ 
ing entities and the city time to 
prepare rules and regulations re¬ 
garding this ordinance,” and is ex¬ 
pected to take effect June 1,1997. 

“Given the fact that we’re de¬ 
laying the effective date of the do¬ 
mestic partner legislation, we did¬ 
n’t want leases entered into for a 
significant period of time that did 
not include this provision,” Katz

told the B.A.R. following the 
meeting. 

Some of the longterm leases are 
for 10-20 years, she pointed out. 

Under the resolution, the 
mayor and city departments are 
urged to include a provision re¬ 
quiring compliance with the ordi¬ 
nance, once it goes into effect, in all 
leases and contracts entered into 
by the city and county of San Fran¬ 
cisco. Additionally, Katz stated in 
the resolution that the supervisors 
want the ordinance implemented 
in a fair and equitable manner. 

The city’s Human Rights 
Commission has been charged 
with developing rules and regula¬ 
tions for implementing the ordi¬ 
nance. The HRC plans to hold 
meetings in an effort to help busi¬ 
nesses understand the ordinance 
and how to implement it. V

Muni out of control? Yup.

A runaway Municipal Railway light rail vehicle jumped its track 
as it was being towed up a steep hill at the corner of 18th and 
Church Street on Sunday afternoon, December 29th. 

The 73-foot car was being towed to the Muni repair shop at the 
top of 20th and Church when it became unhitched from two other 
cars and sped off the tracks at 18th Street. 

The streetcar slid a half block along pavement before coming to 
a stop at Mission High School at 18th and Church. Along the way 
it smashed into six cars and sheared a utility pole, downing power 
lines at the scene. 

The unidentified Muni driver, and a heterosexual couple in a 
car struck by the streetcar, were treated for minor injuries and re¬ 
leased. 

Cranes were brought in to move the smashed cars. The streetcar 
was a total $1.5 million loss and will be salvaged for parts, accord¬ 
ing to Muni. ▼ 
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AIDS Office annual 
report cites progress 
and its future goals

T he San Francisco AIDS Of¬ 
fice’s 1995-96 Annual Re¬ 
port shows that over $49 
million was spent on contracted 
AIDS services in fiscal year 1995, 
and while new treatments offer 
some hope for making the disease 
manageable, much remains to be 
accomplished. Most notably, the 
report said, more work is neces¬ 
sary to ensure that all people, re¬ 
gardless of income, will have ac¬ 
cess to expensive protease in¬ 
hibitor drugs. 

AIDS is now the number one 
cause of death for men of all ages 
in San Francisco. Since 1981, 
15,590 people diagnosed with 
AIDS have died in the city. 

There are 7,346 people now 
living with AIDS in San Francis¬ 
co, the report stated. It pointed 
out that the epidemiological pro¬ 
file of cumulative cases of 
FIIV/AIDS in the city is strikingly 
different from the rest of the 
country. Men who have sex with 
men, including those who inject 
drugs, comprise the majority, 93 
percent, of San Francisco’s cases, 
compared with only 68 percent 
nationally. 

Injection drug use is the most 
common risk category for fe¬ 
males, accounting for 56 percent 
of the cases among women in San 
Francisco compared to 47 percent 
nationwide. 

The report pointed out that an 
increasing percentage of AIDS 
cases are now occurring among 
people of color and women. The 
epidemic is also a serious problem 
among gay and bisexual youth. A 
1993 survey of San Francisco 
young gay and bisexual men (17- 
22 years) found that 9.4 percent 
were HIV-positive. African- 
American young gay and bisexu¬ 
als were at highest risk, with 21 
percent infected. 

Individuals in the transgender 
community also appear to have 
high rates of infection, the report 
stated. One study found that of 
transgender persons surveyed, 14 
percent tested positive for HIV. 

Down to zero 

This diversity of the AIDS 
population, combined with inad¬ 
equate insurance coverage, the 
high cost of AIDS treatment, and 
the high incidence of AIDS cases, 
all represent special challenges to 
the city’s response to the epidem¬ 
ic, the report stated. 

Norm Nickens, assistant direc¬ 
tor of the AIDS Office, agreed, 
telling the B.A.R., “The depart¬ 
ment faced the challenges of pro¬ 
viding more services to more in¬ 
dividuals with declining funding 
sources. The department and our 
providers are to be commended 
for their work over the course of 
the year.” 

Surveillance studies done by 
the AIDS Office monitor the inci¬ 
dence of severe HIV-related im¬ 
munosuppression, morbidity and 
mortality, and identify trends in 
emerging modes of HIV trans¬ 
mission. 

“By conducting surveillance, 
timely data is gathered to monitor 
trends in AIDS survival and to as¬ 
sess the relative impact that the 


AIDS epidemic is having on the 
people of San Francisco,” the re¬ 
port stated. 

The report also lauded the 
AIDS Office’s health and preven¬ 
tion services branch, while ac¬ 
knowledging the challenge of 
helping people change attitudes 
and behaviors that put them at 
risk for HIV infection. 

Prevention programs include: 

• San Francisco’s needle ex¬ 
change program, one of the few 
publicly-funded operations of its 
kind. The report stated that in the 
past year, the program exchanged 
over 1.5 million syringes for in¬ 
jection drug users at 12 locations 
in the city. 

• Programs that target people 
of color, women, and children. 
One program that provides med¬ 
ical and psychosocial services for 
HIV-infected women and their 
children on the same day at the 
same site has been “astoundingly 
successful, serving over three 
times as many clients'as was ex¬ 
pected,” the report stated. 

• A coalition of two dozen sex 
club operators and HIV educators 
who work with AIDS Office staff 
to promote safer sex practices at 
the city’s sex clubs. 

“The AIDS Office plays a 
major role in guiding and coordi¬ 
nating HIV prevention activities 
throughout the city,” the report 
stated. “The long-term goal is to 
reduce the number of new HIV 
infections in San Francisco to 
zero.” 

PWAs involved 

The report also noted the in¬ 
volvement of people living with 
HIV/AIDS in the work of the 
AIDS Office. The AIDS Office 
staffs two key community plan¬ 
ning bodies, the HIV Prevention 
Planning Council and the Mayor’s 
HIV Health Services Planning 
Council, both of which are man¬ 
dated by the federal government. 

“Both councils reflect the ex¬ 
traordinary diversity of San Fran¬ 
cisco communities. Volunteer 
members represent HIV-infected 
and -affected community 
groups,” the annual report stated. 
“This includes persons with 
HIV/AIDS, gay and bisexual men, 
people of color, women, youth, 
families, and children.” 

The research branch of the 
AIDS Office has been studying the 
natural history of HIV infection 
and has played a part in a nation¬ 
al HIV vaccine preparedness ef¬ 
fort by studying the feasibility of 
testing a future HIV vaccine with 
gay and bisexual men in San 
Francisco. Currently, 800 HIV¬ 
negative gay and bisexual men at 
high risk for HIV infection have 
been recruited to participate in 
the vaccine preparedness studies, 
the report stated. 

San Francisco is one of eight 
U.S. cities chosen by the federal 
government to test the effective¬ 
ness of prevention strategies, in¬ 
cluding HIV vaccines when they 
become ready for testing, al¬ 
though Dr. Mitch Katz, director of 
the AIDS Office, acknowledged 
that progress on development of 
a vaccine has been slow. 

The report also indicated that 
the research branch of the AIDS 
Office will test additional strate¬ 


gies to prevent the transmission of 
HIV as well, such as rectal micro- 
bicides and behavioral interven¬ 
tions. 

Reinvention 

According to the report, ap¬ 
proximately $55 million in feder¬ 
al, state, and local funds was chan¬ 
neled by the AIDS Office to over 
80 agencies that provide 224 pub¬ 
lic and community-based HIV 
health and prevention programs 
to city residents. Through needs 
assessments, surveys, and re¬ 
search, the office evaluates the ser¬ 
vices, making sure they’re respon¬ 
sive to the emerging issues facing 
San Francisco. 

This year, the AIDS Office 
made significant progress to im¬ 
prove access to HIV services, the 
report stated. Two examples are: 

• The REGGIE system, which 
will provide computer link-ups 
between the 80 CARE-funded 
agencies and the AIDS Office. 
REGGIE was developed in direct 
response to clients’ expressed 
frustration with repetitive and 
time-consuming registration 
processes required by each agency. 

• Centralized Housing and In¬ 
formation Placement Service 
(CHIPS), a program that was de¬ 
veloped to provide more equi¬ 
table and coordinated access to 
AIDS housing. PWAs can access 
CHIPS to receive the first avail¬ 
able opening for the type of hous¬ 
ing they need, including perma¬ 
nent, hospice, supportive hous¬ 
ing, or rental subsidies. 

At least one member of the 
Mayor’s HIV Health Services 
Planning Council has expressed 
his dissatisfaction with both pro¬ 
grams, particularly CHIPS. Tom 
Calvanese has spoken at several 
council meetings about the issue, 
saying CHIPS has not even begun 
to approach its goal of going be¬ 
yond just serving as a waiting list 
for AIDS housing. 

Katz said in the report that it is 
“tremendously gratifying to see 
how energetically and creatively 
the AIDS Office has responded to 
this epidemic.” 

However, he added, “As good is 
our work is, it’s not enough, and 
will never be enough, as long as 
there are people who are becom¬ 
ing HIV-infected or who are ill 
and need our care. The nature of 
the epidemic keeps changing, as 
does the face of healthcare, and 
we have to keep reinventing our¬ 
selves to maximize the impact of 
our programs.” ▼

1| t probably shouldn’t surprise anyone by 
|| now that President Clinton and failed 
i Supreme Court nominee Robert Bork 
are on the same side of some issues, but it 
was nevertheless infuriating to see them 
both going into their Reefer Madness dance 
this week. Bork ’n’ Dork agree that marijua¬ 
na is a threat to society and that stern mea¬ 
sures are needed to keep it out of the reach 
of American youths, even if that means also 
keeping it away from those who need it. 

Apparently child-proof containers that 
protect kids from all those other medicines 
just aren’t strong enough to keep young fin¬ 
gers from the Evil Weed. 

This latest move is one more reason to 
be bitterly disappointed in Clinton, who is 
obviously trying to divert attention from his 
sorry AIDS record (and sorrier “AIDS Strat¬ 
egy,” a worthless grab bag of unnourishing 
platitudes) by making AIDS doctors into 
the enemy. 

He and his ass-kissing staff of Donna 
“Do-Nothing” Shalala; Janet “Ignite Law¬ 
breakers, Not Joints” Reno; and Barry “I 
Lost Viet Nam, But By God I’m Not Gonna 
Lose The Drug War” McCaffrey are now 
threatening medical professionals who sug¬ 
gest marijuana to patients with AIDS, can¬ 
cer, multiple sclerosis, glaucoma, and the 
like. Those doctors (who were cramming 
their heads full of healthcare information at 
the same time Clinton was offering a differ¬ 
ent kind of joint to Gennifer Flowers and 
Paula Jones in overpriced hotels at taxpay¬ 
ers’ expense) do more to save American lives 
in one day than the draft-dodger in the 
White House has done since he took office, 
and he has some nerve to think he has any 
basis for interference. 

Moreover, he is demonizing a drug he is 
known to have smoked for kicks, rather 
than for any relief from pain or the nausea 
of chemotherapy - but hypocritical as it is, 
that's exactly why he’s doing it. He is craven- 
ly willing to barter away medical therapy 
(for others) in return for political therapy 
(for himself). Perhaps he thinks this get- 


tough approach will rehabilitate 
him in the eyes of the far right, but 
it won’t - particularly if the fiscal con¬ 
servatives ever find out the tax realities 
at stake. 

McCaffrey and Shalala, 
when pressed, point out that a 
synthetic version of marijuana 
exists; what they don’t like to tell people is 
that it costs about $700 per month. Multiply 
$8,400 per year by .0001 percent of our 
population (one in 100,000 Americans, in 
other words, which seems like a conserva¬ 
tive estimate for the number of people with 
those diseases), and that equals approxi¬ 
mately $220,000,000. To put that figure into 
context, the total amount of Federal fund¬ 
ing sought to provide drugs to people with 
AIDS in 1997 (and not just those drugs that 
battle nausea and strengthen appetite, as 
marijuana does, but the whole shebang - 
mostly protease inhibitors and other antivi¬ 
rals) is $196 million. It seems absurd that 


patients or insurance companies or 
the government should have to shell 
out an additional 112% of that 
( amount to buy a synthetic version 
of something that grows free 
in a windowbox. 

Nobody expects Clinton to 
announce a sudden increase of 
$220 million in AIDS funding to provide 
synthetic relief from pain and nausea. By 
now we know it’s his management style to 
inflict pain so he can “share” it at photo ops. 
It is literally enough to make one sick. 

Invalidating the medical marijuana mea¬ 
sures in California and Arizona, as Clinton 
has done, shows he is cut from the same rot¬ 
ten cloth as Serbia’s Slobodan Milosivic. 
Anyone who cheers for the noisy people in 
the streets of Belgrade right now must hope 
that similar crowds will clog the streets in 
front of the White House and show Bill 
Clinton that although he may be president, 
he is not a doctor and he is not God. ▼

ecently, I ran into a debate on the In- 
' ternet on whether it was appropriate 
to discuss the sexual inclinations of 
great composers. Several users challenged 
the notion that Schubert or Chopin could 
be gay - ascribing it to “wishful thinking.” 
And needless to say, there were many advo¬ 
cates of “don’t ask, don’t tell,” insisting it was 
“irrelevant.” But none of these advocates of 
“don’t ask, don’t tell” had any comments on 
why virtually every biography on the great 
composers has deemed it important 
enough to affirm the heterosexuality of the 
composer in question, even when the evi¬ 
dence was in doubt. 

For years, every commentator on 
Brahms has interpreted his relationship 
with Clara Schumann as a “love relation¬ 
ship.” The evidence is based on letters de¬ 
scribing her as “my dearest.” But hardly any¬ 
one is told that Brahms also referred to his 
best friend Joachim as “my dearest” in his 
early letters (the tone shifting after Joachim 
got married). In other correspondence, 
there is a suggestion from Clara Schumann 
that even after such a long acquaintance, she 
felt Brahms to be a complete “enigma” when 
it came to really knowing his private feel¬ 
ings. Could it be that the assumption that 
Brahms was heterosexual may in fact be 
“wishful thinking”? 

Very few people know that Chopin, the 
great composer from early 19th century 
Poland, was gay. In spite of several surviv¬ 
ing love letters to his best friend Titus de¬ 
scribing him as “my love” and “my life,” and 
numerous expressions of yearning for more 
physical contact and intimacy, most of 
Chopin’s biographers have gone to extraor¬ 
dinary lengths to deny speculations that he 
may have been gay. However, a Polish biog¬ 
rapher from the 1950s was honest enough 
to include excerpts from surviving corre¬ 
spondence that provide us with sufficient 


clues about what Chopin’s life was really 
like. What emerges is the story of a very tal¬ 
ented but shy young man who was attract¬ 
ed to several of his male classmates, but was 
obliged to invent fanciful tales of attraction 
for unavailable young women in order to 
squelch rumors that he may be “odd” or a 
“misfit,” i.e. gay. However, to his best friend 
Titus, he makes it abundantly clear that the 
rumors were deceptive and that he loved 
him more than anyone else. 

That feudal Poland of the 1820s would 
require such charades is understandable, 
but what is more revealing is how so many 
biographers of the 20th Century have felt 
obliged to give reality to this continu¬ 
ing illusion. Some biographers have 
suggested that such “effusive and 
sentimental” correspondence was 
“normal” between young best 
friends of 19th Century Poland. 

But Chopin’s letters to Titus indi¬ 
cate how he constantly day¬ 
dreamed about him, how 
he craved for more from 
him, and how he strug¬ 
gled to accept that per¬ 
haps his feelings were not going to be reci¬ 
procated in the manner he hoped. (Titus 
eventually got married and had children, 
but counted Chopin amongst his close 
friends, right until Chopin died in 1849.) 

Other biographers point to the long and 
intimate relationship between “George 
Sands” and Chopin as evidence that he was 
not gay. However, in order to do this, they 
have to engage in thoroughly sexist charac¬ 
ter assassination, branding “Sands” as an 
unreliable witness in history - labeling her 
as “a sexually aggressive and manipulative 
liar.” In fact, nothing could be further from 
the truth. “Sands” was in fact a keen and 
prescient observer of reality. A woman of 
great courage, she walked out on a dissolute 
and abusive husband and decided to raise 
her children on her own. Since it was virtu¬ 
ally impossible for women writers to find 


publishers in those days, she used a male 
pen name for her books. That may have 
been a “lie” of necessity - but there are no 
reasons to doubt her private correspon¬ 
dence, where she indicates several times that 
her relationship with Chopin was “chaste” 
or “pure,” i.e. platonic, and quite explicitly 
mentions how Chopin was physically “in¬ 
different” to her. 

That Chopin and “Sands,” a man and a 
woman, came together not because of sex¬ 
ual attraction, but as two oppressed people 
who empathized with each other, and who 
supported each other’s creative talents, and 
may have shared lodgings out of sheer eco¬ 
nomic necessity, was quite incomprehensi¬ 
ble to many biographers. 

Some biographers have argued that

iKS pose such “masculine” music as 
) was to be found in his “Polon- 
aises”! A laughable notion 
today, but something not 
as uncommon as it 
should be in the world of 
print. Homophobia and 
gender prejudices often become severe 
stumbling blocks for such historians and 
music critics in documenting the past with¬ 
out distortions and contrivances. 

Contrary to the common myth that gay 
writers are obsessed with sexuality, it seems 
to me that, at least in the world of music bi¬ 
ography, it is heterosexual writers who are 
the ones obsessed with sexuality - obsessed 
with promoting heterosexuality and deny¬ 
ing and obscuring the actual life experiences 
of the great composers. 

But acknowledging that composers like 
Chopin might have been gay also requires 
making the obvious inference: that the great 
sorrow that emerges from so much of his 
music may have had something to do with 
having to lead a very lonely and unfulfilled 
life. Something we don’t want repeated, if at 
all possible. ▼ 
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Dissident information 

This letter is in regards to recent controversies sur¬ 
rounding ACT UP/SF. When I first became involved 
in the AIDS debate, I first went to ACT UP/Golden 
Gate but found that they did not allow any questions 
that were off the topic of their narrow vision. I start¬ 
ed to go to their immune classes, and when I started 
asking too many questions, I was accused of “hijack¬ 
ing” the meeting. 

1 have a B.S. degree from Cornell, and I got 
through college by asking a lot of “dumb” questions. 
I was horrified when the “scientist” sheepishly admit¬ 
ted they didn’t know the pathogenesis of HIV! Yet 
they are dosing people with the toxic rejects like AZT 
from the cancer “industry?!” What other “viral” in¬ 
fection is treated with chemotherapy? Why are gay 
men willingly participating in their own genocide by 
taking this poison? Are we dealing with mass hysteria 
here? 

I have read all the “hype” coming from the Van¬ 
couver drug lovefest and am dubious about these pro¬ 
tease inhibitors. These drugs have not been on the 
market long enough in a disease that, by their own 
logic, takes from 2-10 years to manifest itself, to be 
making any such claims, and surrogate markers have 
dubious value in other diseases as well. 

Frustrated by the lack of openness at ACT UP/GG, 
I went to ACT UP/SF, and they have been very help¬ 
ful. David Pasquarelli scours the Internet and com¬ 
piles them in a bi-weekly AIDS HEADLINES, and I 
would suggest people come to their very 
openly run meetings to educate them 
selves. I have also discovered that there 
are many people living healthy lives 
while being infected with HIV. 

When the Fat Cat Pat incident oc¬ 
curred, members of ACT UP/SF had 
put out dissident literature on seats, 
and they were removed by members of 
the AIDS Establishment. It was at this 
point that the Kitty Litter was dumped. 

The AIDS Foundation takes drug company money, 
and this is a flagrant conflict of interest and they are 
just dupes for the drug companies. They have been 
subtly co-opted and they don’t even know it. 

I recently went to a forum on these protease in¬ 
hibitors and had quietly put out dissident informa¬ 
tion on the seats before the meeting began. Someone 
then came up to me and said that I would have to 
leave. I said that I was not being disruptive, and that 
I was staying. He then went to get a policeman. So it 
is not the methods employed by ACT UP/SF that is 
the problem here; it is the information. I asked the re¬ 
searcher if they took into account who was taking 
AZT, and he called AZT a monkey wrench! A toxic 
poison a monkey wrenchl And what monster viruses 
will these protease inhibitors breed? 

If one looks more closely at the problems that the 
misuse of antibiotics has created, we are almost back 
where we have started from. When antibiotics are 
misused, we kill all the “good” bacteria that we have 
evolved with, making room for newer, more deadly 
antibiotic-resistant bacteria. Could this be the reason 
that so many gay men became infected with so many 
“exotic” diseases? Many of the newer, deadly bacteria 
would not even be in existence if not for the misuse of 
antibiotics. You now add AZT, a severe immunosup¬ 
pressant, to this deadly mix, and I would say you have 
a prescription for AIDS, if not murder. 

As for the recent arrest of R. Burk and M. Belle- 
fountaine at the AIDS Foundation, that smells of en¬ 
trapment. They are not stupid and would not pull an 
action at “enemy” headquarters, especially when they 
were expected. I demand that the charges against 
them be dropped. 

They say evil walks a straight line, and I think the 
AIDS establishment is on the straight road to geno¬ 
cide with these toxic drugs. “Killing” the virus is not 
the only approach here. One must always approach 
nature from a back door or a side window. Right now 
we are going in the front door with both guns blazing 
and killing all the hostages!

Don’t interfer 

Jay Anthony attacks Project Inform’s efforts to 
reach out to people of color communities because we 
failed to support the use of millions of federal dollars 
on yet another study of low-dose oral inteferon 
(Mailstrom , December 19). At least this part of his let¬ 
ter is true. After 14 out of 15 other studies conducted 
around the world, some by respected African re¬ 
searchers in African populations, failed to show any 
benefit, it just didn’t seem like a good use of federal 
funds. Worse, it seemed to encourage people to place 
their hopes in a therapy which had little chance of 
helping them. No other drug has been the subject of 
so many additional studies, despite the failure of prior 
studies to show benefit. When low-dose oral interfer¬ 
on was first promoted, many people, including Pro¬ 
ject Inform, enthusiastically followed the story. In 
fact, we helped people get access to the product with¬ 
in weeks of the first reports out of Africa claiming 
benefits. Sadly, no significant benefits were seen here 
when people began using the product. For years af¬ 
terward, we continued to follow the studies which 
took place around the world, as one after another 
failed to show benefit. The continued testing of low- 
dose oral interferon, after seeing it fail in 14 previous 
studies, has become a political, not scientific or med¬ 
ical, matter. 

As for the other charges, Mr. Anthony simply mis¬ 
understands the science. At the doses used in the 
treatment of HIV, both the older nucleoside analog 
drugs and the newer protease inhibitors have a high¬ 
ly selective effect. For example, the protease inhibitors 
are roughly 1,000-fold more active against the HIV 
protease than against other bodily protease enzymes, 
making it rather easy to achieve a safe and effective 
dose. If protease inhibitors were stopping production 
of all bodily proteases, or if nucleoside analog drugs 
were suppressing all cellular reproduction, the peo¬ 
ple using them would be dead in a matter of days. But 
no such thing is happening. Both classes of drug, used 
in a variety of combinations, have been proven to 
contribute to increased survival and decreased pro¬ 
gression to AIDS in large, well-controlled clinical tri¬ 
als accepted world-wide. 

Hasn’t Mr. Anthony noticed the drop in the num¬ 
ber of obituaries each week, or heard how the death 
rate from AIDS has dropped dramatically at hospitals 
all over town (and all around the country)? This 
comes at a time when people are using more, rather 
than less, of these drugs. Like any drugs, they can pro¬ 
duce side effects. Project Inform has published ex¬ 
tensive information on the side effects and potential¬ 
ly harmful drug interactions which can occur. Despite 
this, the net effect is positive, especially since the ad¬ 
vent of the better combinations made possible by the 
protease inhibitors. What we won’t do, however, is 
publish misinformation, such as the notion that the 
drugs are inhibiting all bodily proteases or all cell pro¬ 
duction. 

These drugs are no cure and they come at a high 
price in terms of cost and the difficulty of using them, 
but they still provide the largest gain we’ve yet seen 
from any therapies for AIDS. We can only hope that 
the benefits will be sustained over the long haul. 

I can’t imagine a greater disservice to people of 
color communities than the promotion of ineffective 
therapies, while frightening people away from treat¬ 
ments which have been proven to help.

T he really big prize in the 
1998 off-year election is 
clearly the governorship of 
California. To be the elected 
leader of the nation’s wealthiest, 
most populous and politically 
powerful state is probably second 
only to the presidency itself, a fact 
not lost on those already ponder¬ 
ing a run to replace Pete Wilson. 
Two of the would-be governors, 
Dan Lungren (the state’s Repub¬ 
lican attorney general) and Gray 
Davis (the Democratic lieutenant 
governor), have already an¬ 
nounced, and both are reportedly 
well into the campaign finance¬ 
raising game. Davis reportedly has 
already raised $3 million, while 
Lungren is thought to have $2 
million set aside. 

Unless a surprise candidate 
emerges from the more moderate 
wing of the state GOP, Lungren 
appears to have pretty much a 
lock on his party’s nomination. 
Wilson is prohibited from run¬ 
ning again, unless, as some expect, 
a federal judge overturns the 
term-limits law. 

While there are no doubt a few 
other gubernatorial hopefuls in 
both parties, the real attention is 
focused on former San Francisco 
Mayor Dianne Feinstein, now 
the state’s senior member of the 
U.S. Senate, and recently retired 
White House Chief of Staff Leon 
Panetta, a former Monterey-area 
congressman. (State Controller 
Kathleen Connell, a Los Ange¬ 
les-based businesswoman serving 
her first term in Sacramento, has 
also made it known she is inter¬ 
ested in replacing Wilson, but po¬ 
litical observers in the state capital 
believe that in the end she will de¬ 
cide on a re-election bid, rather 
than face either Feinstein or 
Panetta.) 

According to insider sources, 
Mr. Panetta has told a number of 
close political allies and friends 
that he will “very likely” run 
against Gray Davis for the party’s 
gubernatorial nomination, but is 
“inclined” not to run if Dianne 
Feinstein gets into the race. A re¬ 
cent LA Times survey had Fein¬ 
stein as the strongest Democratic 
candidate, the only one who could 
defeat Lungren in the November 
1998 election. 

Both Panetta and Feinstein 
enjoy a good working relationship 
with President Bill Clinton, and 
while Clinton would stay out of 
any contest between the two, the 
president has allegedly told Cali¬ 
fornia party leaders that he would 
use his immense popularity here 
to campaign for either of them 
after the primary. Clinton recent¬ 
ly won the state by a landslide 
over Republican Bob Dole, and 
his coattails are credited for oust¬ 
ing two incumbent GOP mem¬ 
bers as well. His victory also 
helped return control of the state 
Assembly to the Democrats. 

Why would a powerful senator 
from a state like California want 
to leave the U.S. Senate to become 
governor? Well, Pete Wilson, the 
present governor, did just that, 
and in fact, California is actually 
one of the few states in America in 
which being governor is often 
viewed as being superior to being 
a U.S. senator. 

Feinstein, with the most name 
recognition of any of the candi¬ 
dates, has run statewide races 


three times before, twice winning 
senate races and barely losing the 
governor’s race to Wilson in 1990. 
This columnist spoke briefly with 
Senator Feinstein last week, and 
when I brought up the issue of the 
governorship, she wasn’t - sur¬ 
prise - particularly interested in 
talking about it. She smiled non¬ 
committally, gave me a wink, and 
promised that “I’ll let you know, 
Wayne.” It’s still iffy, but I do be¬ 
lieve that sometime this year, Sen¬ 
ator Dianne Feinstein will offi¬ 
cially become the California De¬ 
mocratic Party’s gubernatorial 
candidate. 

Politics and people 

Hey, haven’t we had enough 
of this guy already? Bob 
Dole (yes, that Bob 
“Where’s the outrage?” 

Dole), with appearances 
under his belt on Late 
Show With David Let- 
terman and Saturday 
Night Live , now has 
another TV 
gig lined up. 

The losing 
presidential 
nominee guests Jan. 9 on the NBC 
Brooke Shields comedy Sudden¬ 
ly Susan. In the episode, Dole pro¬ 
vides a bit of coaching on the two- 
party political system to the tasty 
Luis (Nestor Carbonell), who is 
studying for his exam to become 
a U.S. citizen. Whatever became of 
that Bal Harbour retirement 
condo, Bob? 

And while the former candi¬ 
date is relegated to doing ads and 
boob-tube cameos, wife Elizabeth 
“Don’t-Call-Me- Liddy” Dole’s 
political career might still be 
ahead of her. Flashing her famous 
frozen smile, Mrs. Dole told re¬ 
porters in D.C. last week that “if at 
some point it might be feasible, 
that there was an opportunity to 
run at whatever level, it is very 
much an option I might well con¬ 
sider.”

O h I Went Far East for To See 
Himals, Sing Nepali Wali 
Doodle All the Day Dept.: 
Even after shaking off the fatigue 
from a 33-hour travel day during 
which I experienced not one but 
two Monday mornings (one in 
Bangkok, the other at LAX), I’m 
still puzzled at having been fairly 
regularly addressed as “Sir 
Ma’am” by Nepali hotel and 
restaurant staff during my recent 
three-week college study tour. As 
front-desk people unfailingly 
used “Ma’am,” I suspect what I 
was encountering was a generic 
“Sir” followed up with the gender- 
specific “Ma’am” by locals still 
getting the hang of interacting 
with travelers in English. Though 
Amazonian in stature and pres¬ 
ence by local standards, to cope 
with the weather (warm middays, 
down to freezing at night), I’d 
mostly worn the female signifier 
of long skirts (over sweatpants). 

The mode of address was no 
problem; I know I could have 
done with more prep time before 
departure for learning more 
Nepali than what I used at prime 
tourist sites to tell tchotchke 
hawkers, “I don’t need that,” and 
Westerner-wise children, “You 
shouldn’t beg.” Fortunately, I paid 
enough attention to the language 
of local custom and propriety to 
be a decent guest (I was told I had 
acclimated well and would be 
welcome on another such study 
tour). Propriety was incredibly 
important: that our group had ac¬ 
cess to the people, places and

events we did was due in no small 
part to years of Asian-style rela¬ 
tionship-building and favor-shar¬ 
ing by our tour organizer, and it 
was incumbent upon us to honor 
the people who made the won¬ 
drous experiences of our trip pos¬ 
sible by showing respect for their 
culture. 

More than that, I noted 
there are a few small things I 
can do here at home that 
could be of great use to two 
of the Nepalis who shared 
their expertise with us. 

So it may turn out 
that the most trans¬ 
formative aspect of 
my journey 
was the net¬ 
working, 
through which 
small efforts of 
mine in the West might get lever¬ 
aged by Asians into some pretty 
decent positive effects in the East. 
That’s the most mind-boggling 
part of the experience so far. 

To caca and back 

Of course, I can’t say enough 
about the pleasures of watching 
how actually experiencing the in¬ 
tricate contradictions of a place 
highly idealized and romanticized 
by Westerners blew whatever pre¬ 
conceived notions of Nepal and 
Kathmandu with which we ar¬ 
rived all to caca. You name it, we 
had it thrown back in our faces: 
development versus cultural 
preservation, Western material¬ 
ism versus Eastern spirituality, 
Kathmandu Valley as Tibetan 
Buddhist wonderland (of intense 
relevance to lesbian exploration of 
Buddhism), ecotourism as re¬ 
source redistribution, etc. The re¬ 
alities, and our dharma as (rela¬ 
tively affluent) Western tourists,

back to Kathmandu by the time 
the rest of us boarded our bus to 
the airport for our return flight. 
On the one hand, I shudder to 
think of the predicaments into 
which this naif may have blun¬ 
dered her way - but for the local 
travel agent, her support network 
split for the States (even the 
Kathmandu campus no 
longer has any respon¬ 
sibility to her). On the 
other hand, her failure to 
act like a responsible adult 
(as was called for contin¬ 
ually), or to have any 
coherent interactions 
with the rest of us, 
drove us all 
. past caring 
I about her or 
the problems 
she created for 
herself by relying on her warm, 
fuzzy, soft-focus leftist view of the 
world and her quasi-holistic psy¬ 
chobabble. 

Relevant perceptions 

So are my adventures, and my 
perceptions of them, relevant to 
lesbian readers to the point that I 
can share stories of my journey 
without turning this into a travel 
column? Yes, I do believe they are 
- if telescoped for brevity’s sake. 
At the very least, I was faced with 
questions that arose from my 
being a Western lesbian/feminist 
(and esotericist) winnowing out 
enriching experiences (hanging 
out at power spots, conversing 
with Nepali intellectuals and ac¬ 
tivists, ecotouring and trekking) 
from a caste-oriented culture in 
which the status of women really, 
really sucks and in which my pres¬ 
ence had immense power for 
good and/or ill. 

Then there was repeatedly

were consistently more complex 
than - and often counterintuitive 
to - any liberal/progressive expec¬ 
tations. 

As a matter of fact, the most 
politically correct and queer theo¬ 
ry-oriented member of our group 
- the one most desperate to be out 
of America and blow off her sup¬ 
port group of fellow Americans, 
who arrived primed to fall in love 
with Nepal and want to stay on - 
was the one who ended up coping 
the least, needing a watchful eye 
kept on her for her own good, and 
getting in over her head in the 
local culture (and with the local 
men). The one downside of the 
trip for me was that, after friends 
of mine had to bow out, I got 
stuck with The Flake From Hell as 
an assigned roommate. 

I don’t even know how her trip 
ended; to fulfill a promise to a 
Nepali friend in the States, she 
made a poorly planned trip to an 
outlying town and hadn’t made it 


waking up at four in the morning 
to find myself meditating upon 
and generally pondering the 
whole question of civilization 
from an East/West synthesis point 
of view - and sensing I was get¬ 
ting instruction not only from 
our seminars and field trips but 
from these wee-hours ponderings 
as well.

And the stories I have to tell - 
like trying to find the immense 
yoni shrine that startled one of 
our leaders on an early morning 
ramble near Durbar Square. I 
searched in vain, but he stumbled 
across it once more on our last 
full day in Nepal. Turns out it was 
an old Ganesh (the elephant god 
of beginnings) with its nose 
knocked off that had appeared 
very different to him in the early 
morning mist. ▼ 
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In 1997: At last, a 
virtual war on AIDS

J anuary 1, 1997. President 
Bill Clinton announced 
today that in his first official 
act of the new year, he has ap¬ 
pointed a personal computer, an 
IBM clone named “Halina,” to the 
position of White House Virtual 
AIDS Czarina. The president ac¬ 
knowledged that appointing the 
first nonhuman to an official 
White House position was a 
risky experiment in governance. 
But he argued that “the time has 
come” to automate policy-mak¬ 
ing. “I have total confidence in 
Halina’s abilities,” said the presi¬ 
dent. “With her state-of-the-art 
cyber-polling and analytical pro¬ 
grams, she is uniquely qualified to 
develop AIDS policies based on 
the most current political trends.” 
Vice President Gore then 
wheeled out the new Virtual Cza¬ 
rina Halina, introducing her as 
the “bridge to public health policy 
of the 21st century.” Gore said 
that the Virtual Czarina will be re¬ 
sponsible for implementation of 
the President’s new National 
AIDS Strategy Plan. The Plan, 
released last December, enunci¬ 
ates six goals, including “find a 
cure,” “reduce the new infection 
rate to zero,” and “ensure ade¬ 
quate healthcare and services.” 

January 2,1997. AIDS activists 

rallied at the gates of the White 
House today to protest the ap¬ 
pointment of desktop computer 
Halina as the new Virtual AIDS 
Czarina. Activists have long con¬ 
tended that the president never 
has vested any real authority in 
the post, and now is actually elim¬ 
inating the position altogether. 
“Of all the offices of the White 
House, only the Office of the Vir¬ 
tual AIDS Czarina still has no 
Web site online. Halina doesn’t 
even have an e-mail address!” ex¬ 
claimed one man. The protesters 
demanded that the president fire 
Halina, appoint a gay man with 
HIV as AIDS Czar, and elevate the 
position to Cabinet-level. 

February 10, 1997. Responding 
to criticism that his National AIDS 
Strategy Plan was long on goals 
and short on specific action, Pres¬ 
ident Clinton announced today 
that he is directing Virtual AIDS 
Czarina Halina to initiate a new 
program. “Czarina Halina will im¬ 


mediately commence sending out 
millions of e-mail messages over 
the World Wide Web repeating 
over and over again, ‘Find a cure 
and a vaccine for AIDS. Find a 
cure and a vaccine for AIDS.’ This 
brilliant new program will serve as 
• a constant reminder to people all 
over the world that I am 
seriously committed 
to finding a cure and 
a vaccine for AIDS,” 
said the president. 

February 11, 1997. 

Calling President 
Clinton “a clue less 
newbie/’ AIDS 
activists from 
around the 
country called 
an online press conference an¬ 
nouncing the formation of a 
splinter group, Virtual ACT UP. 
The new group, open to Internet 
users around the world, called as 
its first cyber-action an e-mail zap 
of the White House homepage. 
“We especially welcome hackers 
who can help us shut down the 
White House intranet until the 
President issues a real AIDS plan 
tied to a real AIDS budget,” said 
the activists in a statement. 

March 22, 1997. Secret tran¬ 
scripts of a February 12, 1997 
meeting between President Bill 
Clinton, Health and Human 
Services Secretary Donna E. 
Shalalaand National Institutes 
of Health Director Harold Var- 
mus were leaked over the Internet 
today by the AIDS activist group 
Virtual ACT UP. On the tran¬ 
scripts, which appear to have orig¬ 
inated from the White House, 
Secretary Shalala is quoted refer¬ 
ring to the president’s National 
AIDS Strategy Plan as “fish wrap,” 
while Dr. Varmus is quoted say¬ 
ing, “These plans are DOA at 
the NIH. Anyway, it’s not my job 
to cure anything - we do basic re¬ 
search!” President Clinton states, 
“Halina’s [expletive] polls say we 
better [expletive] make it at least 
look like something is [expletive] 
happening!” The White House 
had no immediate comment on 
the authenticity of the transcripts. 

April 1, 1997. White House Vir¬ 
tual AIDS Czarina Halina issued a 
statement over the Internet today 
announcing a bold new series of 
initiatives to fight AIDS. Czarina 
Halina announced federal fund¬ 




ing for needle exchange pro¬ 
grams; research on methods to 
prevent HIV transmission during 
anal sex; massive funding for a 
new consortium of pharmaceuti¬ 
cal, university, and government 
laboratories directed to cooperate 
in the search for a cure and a vac¬ 
cine for HIV; and millions 
of free condoms for ju¬ 
nior high and high 
school students. The 
Czarina also fired HHS 
Secretary Donna Sha¬ 
lala, saying, “Teflon 
Donna Do- 
Nothing had her 
chance. She 
blew it on 
healthcare, she 
blew it on wel¬ 
fare, and she blew it on AIDS. 
Three strikes and you’re out.” 

April 2, 1997. The White House 
issued a retraction today of the 
statement purportedly released by 
Virtual AIDS Czarina Halina yes¬ 
terday. Calling the statement a 
“hoax by computer hackers,” a 
White House spokesperson said 
the president would not comment 
on the incident.;-) ▼

M ention the words “sex” 
and “sheep” in the same 
breath, and we’re liable to 
think about what’s commonly 
called “bestiality”: shepherds 
humping their flock by moon¬ 
light, or the scene from Woody 
Allen’s Everything You Ever 
Wanted to Know About Sex ... 
where the psychiatrist becomes 
bizarrely infatuated with a cud¬ 
dly ewe. But sheep also have sex 
lives of their own. And as it turns 
out, male sheep (rams) come in 
two kinds, gay and straight, like 
their human counterparts. 

Among wild Bighorn sheep, 
gay sex is rampant. In fact, 
Bighorn rams spend most of 
their lives in all-male troops, so 
their opportunities to have sex 
with females, even if they so de¬ 
sire, are few and far between. 
When a male mounts another 
male, the mounting male is usu¬ 
ally “dominant,” that is, higher in 
the troop hierarchy. 

The world’s expert on the 
sexual orientation of sheep is 
Anne Perkins, an animal behav- 
iorist at Carroll College, a 
Catholic liberal-arts college in 
Helena, Montana. Perkins does¬ 
n’t bring her sheep onto the 
campus, of course. Rather, with 
the support of the U.S. Depart¬ 
ment of Agriculture, she studies 
them at the Sheep Experiment 
Station in Dubois, Idaho, in the 
foothills of the Rockies. 

Perkins studies domesticated 
sheep. The way she checks their 


sexual orientation is as follows. 
First, she finds a couple of male 
sheep that are especially willing 
to be mounted by other males. 
Bottoms, we might call them. 
She also selects two female sheep 
who are in heat. All four sheep 
are tethered around a stall, heads 
inward. Now she brings along a 
whole lot of rams, one by one. 
The rams check out the array of 
four tempting behinds, two 
male, two female. 

Many of the rams go 
straight for the females, but 
a sizable minority - between 
four and eight percent - will 
only mount the males. And 
when I say “mount,” I mean 
real anal penetration 
with ejaculation, not 
the “pretend sex” that 
so often passes for 
homosexuality in the 
animal world. 

The “top/bottom” distinction 
isn’t a hard-and-fast one. Some¬ 
times, the rams form bonded 
pairs, who only have sex with 
each other. In this case, the two 
members of the pair may alter¬ 
nate the “top” and “bottom” 
roles. But the homosexual/het¬ 
erosexual distinction does seem 
quite sharp: the gay rams are 
quite uninterested in the females. 

Perkins and her colleagues 
have gone on to study the brains 
of her sheep. At a scientific meet¬ 
ing last year, Perkins reported on 
two chemical differences be¬ 
tween the brains of the gay and 
the straight rams. 

One difference was in the hy¬ 
pothalamus. This region of the 
brain is known to be involved in 
the production of sexual behav¬ 
ior. In the human hypothalamus 
there are structural differences 
between men and women, as 
well as between straight and gay 
men (that was my research). 
Perkins found that there are dif¬ 
ferences between gay and 
straight rams in the level of an 
enzyme (named aromatase) that 
is involved in the metabolism of 
sex hormones. 


The other difference was in the 
amygdala, a nearby region of the 
brain which may be involved in 
the recognition of sexually attrac¬ 
tive partners. Here, Perkins found 
differences in the level of the re¬ 
ceptors for sex hormones - that is, 
the molecular targets to which sex 
hormones bind after they enter 
brain cells. The level of these re¬ 
ceptors in the gay rams was sig¬ 
nificantly lower in the gay rams 
than in the 
straight rams, 
and was about 
the same as in the ewes. 

Perkins doesn’t know how 
these differences come about, 
nor how they might be in¬ 
volved in creating dif¬ 
ferences in sexual ori¬ 
entation. She hopes to 
follow up these find¬ 
ings in two ways. 
First, she hopes to iden¬ 
tify structural differences be¬ 
tween the brains of the gay and 
straight rams, perhaps compara¬ 
ble to what I reported in hu¬ 
mans. And second, she is doing 
breeding experiments to see 
whether there is a genetic basis 
for sexual orientation in sheep. 

Of course, the fact that her 
gay rams refuse to have sex with 
females makes the breeding ex¬ 
periments a little difficult. But 
thanks to artificial insemination, 
even the most determined non¬ 
performer can become a proud 
father. It’s good to know, in fact, 
that the USDA is helping queer 
sheep become parents. T

published dozens of academic pa¬ 
pers on the topics of homophobia, 
heterosexism, anti-gay violence, and 
AIDS stigma. His books include 
Hate Crimes: Confronting Violence 
Against Lesbians and Gay Men 
(1992) and Out in Force: Sexual Ori¬ 
entation and the Military (1996). 

Currently, Herek is conducting 
research on the mental health 
consequences of anti-gay and 
anti-lesbian violence, national at¬ 
titudes concerning AIDS and peo¬ 
ple with AIDS, and the impact of 
AIDS on gay and bisexual men. 

In addition to contributing to 
friend-of-the-court briefs filed by 
the APA in federal and state 
courts involving gay rights, Herek 
has twice testified before the U.S. 
Congress on behalf of the APA 
and other professional groups. In 
1993 he went before the House 
Armed Services Committee’s 
hearings on gays in the U.S. mili¬ 
tary, and in 1996 Herek testified 
before the House Criminal Justice 
Subcommittee during hearings 
on anti-gay violence. 

Herek has also served as a con¬ 
sultant and expert witness for nu¬ 
merous legal cases involving the 
civil rights of lesbians and gay 
men, including many recent cases 
challenging the military’s person¬ 
nel policy. 

Herek will receive the award 
and an honorarium at the APA’s 
1997 national convention in 
Chicago, where he will also pre¬ 
sent an invited address. ▼

F or the first time, the Ameri¬ 
can Psychological Associa¬ 
tion (APA) has bestowed 
one of its highest honors on an 
openly gay researcher for his work 
against homophobia and hetero¬ 
sexism, the organization an¬ 
nounced December 12. 

The APA awarded its 1996 
Early Career Award for Distin¬ 
guished Contribution to Psychol¬ 
ogy in the Public Interest to Dr. 
Gregory M. Herek, a research psy¬ 
chologist at the University of Cal¬ 
ifornia, Davis. Herek is being hon¬ 
ored “for his impressive body of 
research, writing, and profession¬ 
al service in the area of sexual mi¬ 
norities and for his impact on na¬ 
tional debates on that subject,” ac¬ 
cording to an article in the De¬ 
cember issue of Monitor , the APA’s 
official newspaper. 

The award is one of several given 
annually by the APA to recognize 
outstanding contributions in the 
areas of public policy, science, pro¬ 
fessional practice, and education. Of 
the 35 award recipients since its in¬ 
ception in 1978, Herek is the first 
openly gay man to be honored. 

Past recipients include the late 
Dr. Evelyn Hooker, whose 
groundbreaking research in the 
1950s disproved the widespread 
belief that homosexuality is in¬ 
herently linked to mental illness. 
“Herek’s work has furthered

our understanding of prejudice 
and discrimination related to sex¬ 
ual orientation in a variety of so¬ 
cial and professional settings,” the 
APA news article stated. “In U.S. 
military policy, for example, Herek 
integrated a large body of behav¬ 
ioral and social research - includ¬ 
ing his own empirical studies - to 
construct a strong scientific argu¬ 
ment against the military’s ban on 
service by gay men and women. 

“Herek’s work has also ad¬ 
dressed violence and hate crimes 
and contributed to court chal¬ 
lenges to anti-gay legislation and 
sodomy laws. His works on AIDS- 
related stigma are required read¬ 
ing... of most courses on lesbian 
and gay studies. His application of 
psychological research seeks to as¬ 
sure that public policy decisions 
are informed by sound psycho¬ 
logical science,” stated the article. 

The UC Davis researcher re¬ 
ceived his doctorate in 1983. He has

Tayleur said her clients are 
frightened, and acknowledged 
there have been “a couple” of fa¬ 
talities since the regulations were 
imposed. She is not permitted to 
disclose specific confidential sta¬ 
tistics. 

"The human toll is terrible. 
We’ve seen a tremendous increase 
in anxiety,” Tayleur told the Bay 
Area Reporter. 

Muldowney is one such person 
who says he’s really worried - and 
angry - about his dilemma. 

“I feel pretty bad. It’s bad it’s 
happening this way,” he said. “It’s 
very depressing. I’m just trying to 
get through the day. I’ve got so 
much on my mind that it’s hard to 
function a lot of times.” 

The ruling affected an estimat¬ 
ed 44,000 California residents re¬ 
ceiving SSI for substance abuse dif¬ 
ficulties. People who were diag¬ 
nosed with substance abuse prob¬ 
lems and later discovered they have 
HIV infection are also affected by 
the new regulations if their initial 
diagnosis reflects an alcohol or 
substance abuse disability, accord¬ 
ing to AIDS service providers. T

Put yourself back 
in the picture!

A San Francisco gay man who 
receives federal Supplemen¬ 
tal Security Income is now 
living in fear that new federal dis¬ 
ability system regulations may 
soon drive him to homelessness. 

Michael Rico Muldowney, 38, 
is just one of an estimated 6,000 
residents in San Francisco and 
Alameda counties who initially 
received the federal disability as¬ 
sistance because of a clinically di¬ 
agnosed substance abuse prob¬ 
lem. Muldowney and the others 
have been forced to re-apply after 
legislative changes in SSI regula¬ 
tions eliminated substance abuse 
as an eligible disability. 

Although he may successfully 
appeal his termination of benefits, 
Muldowney may lose his $740 
federal month income - and be 
forced onto the local welfare rolls 
- until that appeal is decided sev¬ 
eral months from now. 

If he meets eligibility criteria, 
Muldowney will temporarily re¬ 
ceive a bi-weekly General Assis¬ 
tance grant of $172.50 through 
the city’s Department of Human 
Services. 

Muldowney says that he does¬ 
n’t now have an alcohol or drug 
problem - and that his primary 
disability is actually psychiatric, 
but he hasn’t been able to get any¬ 
one in the Social Security Admin¬ 
istration to take him seriously. 

Originally from Puerto Rico, 
Muldowney moved to Cleveland, 
Ohio when he three. Five years later 
he was raped by a stranger in a 
Cleveland park. With apparent de¬ 
velopmental and learning disorders, 
Muldowney, who is semi-literate, 
made it as far as the 11th grade. 

“In a slow learner class,” he 
said. 

Muldowney’s life story is a 
long - and often harrowing - tale 
of post-traumatic stress, foster 
homes, prisons, suicide attempts, 
and the everyday violence of im¬ 
poverished street life. The some- 
times-professional female imper¬ 
sonator has also been a resident of 
the psychiatric unit of San Fran¬ 
cisco General Hospital and other 
mental hospitals. 

“I have tons of medical records 
from Ohio, where I’m from, and 
other cities I’ve lived in,” he told 
the Bay Area Reporter. “I’ve been 
accused of using alcohol and 
drugs, and I haven’t used alcohol 
since 1980.1 don’t let drugs in my 
house. I don’t even smoke ciga¬ 
rettes,” he said. 

Muldowney told the B.A.R. he 
has been receiving federal disabil¬ 
ity income since 1994, and wor¬ 
ries how he is going keep himself 
off the street or be able to pay his 
monthly rent of $435. 

“I’m worried about my land¬ 
lord,” he said. 

Ripple effect on landlords 

According to veteran activist 
and chief litigation attorney Bob 
Capistrano of San Francisco 
Neighborhood Legal Assistance 
Foundation, his agency has 50 
similar cases pending appeal for 
which they can’t find volunteer at¬ 
torneys. 

Of the estimated 2,600 people 
in San Francisco who received the 
federal assistance, Capistrano told 
the B.A.R. he expects 1,000 will 
have their checks cut off. 

“It’s Congress’ Merry Christ¬ 
mas,” he said. “Newt [Gingrich] 
gets the House speakership, and 
these people get their benefits 
taken away.” 

Capistrano and other activists 
and social service providers ex¬ 


pressed concern about the social 
costs of the legislative changes en¬ 
acted last March. 

“There are going to be ripple 
effects. You can certainly under¬ 
stand a landlord’s concern. A lot 
are carrying mortgages, and they 
just can’t afford to reduce the 
rent,” he said. 

Longtime transgender activist 
Christine Tayleur, a case manager 
at Conard House, a mental health 
and support services program for 
extremely low income and home¬ 
less mentally ill clients, says the 
emotional havoc of eliminating 
the disability has caused a great 
deal of “needless suffering.” 

Tayleur’s considered clinical 
observation - borne from nearly 
ten years as a street-based mental 
health worker - is that her clients 
with alcohol and substance abuse 
are usually “self-medicating” the 
emotional pain of underlying 
mental illnesses. 

“People just don’t become al¬ 
coholics or addicts. They don’t 
just wake up and say that ‘I think 
I’ll go out and destroy my life,’” 
she said.

Charges dismissed 
against two NoCal men 
in medical pot cases

W hile supporters and op¬ 
ponents debate the im¬ 
plications of state 
Proposition 215, scattered reports 
indicate that medical marijuana 
patients are beginning to reap the 
benefits of the new law, the Cali¬ 
fornia chapter of the National 
Organization for the Reform of 
Marijuana Laws (NORML) an¬ 
nounced Sunday, December 15. 

In what may be the first 
known use of the new law, 
Amador County Judge Don 
Howard dismissed charges 
against medical marijuana pa¬ 
tient Jerry Newman December 4. 

Newman was arrested No¬ 
vember 13, one week after the law 
took effect. Newman had been 
cited for possession of marijuana. 

According to NORML 
spokesman Dale Gieringer, New¬ 
man had vainly tried to persuade 
the officer who cited him that he 
was a medical marijuana user by 
presenting a membership card 
from the Oakland Cannabis Buy¬ 
ers Club. 

District Attorney Steven 
Cilenti asked to drop the charges 
against Newman after his physi- 
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cian traveled over 100 miles to 
testify to Newman’s need for 
medical marijuana. 

NORML reports that in an¬ 
other possession case, a Mendo¬ 
cino County court dismissed 
charges against AIDS patient 
Rawn Clark on December 10, 
after he presented written ap¬ 
proval from his doctor of his 
medical use of marijuana. 

Clark had been cited October 
18 after admitting to having a 
small container of marijuana in 
his car, which had been stopped 
and searched for a minor viola¬ 
tion as part of the California 
Highway Patrol’s “Operation 
North Coast” anti-pot sweep. 

Julie Werbel, Mendocino 
County assistant district attorney, 
offered to drop the charges 
against Clark, citing two factors: 
first, that Clark was not driving 
under the influence, and second, 
that he had a physician’s note. 

Werbel told the B.A.R. that she 
does not see the case as any sort 
of precedent for Proposition 215. 
“NORML wants to give this case 


political importance where there 
is none,” she said in an interview. 
“It was an extremely small quan¬ 
tity of marijuana. I dismissed the 
case because it was the just thing 
to do. Possession of less than an 
ounce [of marijuana] is not even 
strictly a misdemeanor, there is 
no required jail time.” 

According to Werbel, Clark 
provided a letter from his physi¬ 
cian confirming the fact of his ill¬ 
ness. The doctor also stated he 
felt the medical use of marijuana 
was beneficial for Clark, particu¬ 
larly in stimulating his appetite. 

“I dismissed cases like this 
long before Proposition 215. I 
don’t see it [Clark’s case] as a 
precedent,” Werbel said. 

She added she was “a little bit 
irritated” at NORML for includ¬ 
ing Clark’s case in a news release, 
and said she’s received calls from 
other reporters. 

“I think NORML’s going to 
have to look for something a little 
more earth-shaking than this,” 
Werbel said. “It was less than an 
ounce, and the guy was sick.” ▼

curity people.” 

Gorrono said that if Cafe em¬ 
ployees have told people Bannon 
works at the establishment, as ru¬ 
mored, it “is a lie.” He added that 
he’s had to ask Bannon not to come 
back to the club as a result of the 
flyers and letter stating he worked 
at the bar. And he expressed anger 
at the people who were involved in 
making the accusations. 

“It’s really irresponsible for 
someone to do,” Gorrono said, 
adding The Cafe has received nu¬ 
merous phone calls over the issue. 
“It’s harming the 28 employees 
who work here.” 

City resident Jeff Bullard said 
he put up about 200 of the flyers 
just after midnight on December 
24, but emphasized he was not 
trying to launch an attack against 
The Cafe. 

“It’s not really an attack, I’m 
trying to raise awareness,” Bullard 
told the B.A.R. “I feel Bannon’s 
put a hardship on many of my 
friends. I wanted to educate The 
Cafe and Joe [Bannon] that mar¬ 
ijuana is safe medicine.” 

‘Not in your mouth’ 

Bullard was referring to Ban¬ 
non’s involvement in the investi¬ 
gation and subsequent August 4, 
1996 raid on the CBC that led to 
its closure. The club sold marijua¬ 
na for medical use to people who 


have AIDS, glaucoma, cancer, and 
other life-threatening illnesses. 

Documents relating to the in¬ 
vestigation of the CBC by the state 
Bureau of Narcotic Enforcement 
(BNE) and the federal Drug En¬ 
forcement Administration (DEA) 
obtained by the Bay Area Reporter 
show Bannon’s involvement with 
the investigation dating back to a 
January 25,1995 interview he con¬ 
ducted with a man who apparent¬ 
ly lived near the old CBC at 194 
Church Street. Bannon’s questions 
indicate he was trying to learn if 
minors were seen going into the 
CBC, and to get the respondent to 
describe the club as dangerous, al¬ 
though at one point he states, “I’m 
not trying to put words in your 
mouth” to the interviewee. 

A BNE investigation report 
dated September 26, 1996 also 
shows Bannon was the officer 
who took custody of evidence 
items seized during the CBC raid 
from the SFPD crime laboratory 
and transferred the evidence to 
the custody of the BNE’s regional 
office in San Francisco. The 28 ev¬ 
idence items listed in the report 
were all described as “less than 
one ounce of marijuana” or “mar¬ 
ijuana food products.” 

The flyer, which features a 
photo of a smiling Bannon, notes 
“he helped bust the buyers club,” 
and “now he is working at The 
Cafe.” The flyer also contains a 
statement about the benefits of 
medical marijuana and the phrase, 
“Narcs out of the Castro!” ▼ 
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Clinton administration: 
Medical marijuana 
‘won’t be tolerated’

T he Clinton administration is 
launching a major effort to 
enforce federal drug laws over 
state efforts to legalize marijuana 
and other schedule one drugs. 

General Barry McCaffrey, the 
administration’s chief of drug 
policy, held a joint news confer¬ 
ence with Attorney General Janet 
Reno and Health and Human Ser¬ 
vices Secretary Donna Shalala to 
announce the new policy. 

The policy is in response to 


propositions passed in California 
and Arizona that legalize the med¬ 
ical use of marijuana. 

McCaffrey says the adminis¬ 
tration wants to “make it clear” to 
all federal employees and federal 
contractors that schedule one 
drugs “are against the law and 
won’t be tolerated.” 

The policy directs that admin¬ 
istrative action be taken against 
physicians who recommend or 
prescribe schedule one drugs, 
which could include revocation of 
registrations. 

Federal authorities will also 


seize controlled substances where 
state authorities feel limited by 
the state laws. 

The administration says the 
IRS will enforce existing tax laws 
and will deny deductions of med¬ 
ical expenses for controlled sub¬ 
stances. 

Dr. Lester Grinspoon, a Har¬ 
vard University psychiatry profes¬ 
sor who wrote two books about 
the medical benefits of marijuana, 
says in Monday’s Boston Globe 
that the policy is “outrageous,” 
and said it “goes against the Hip¬ 
pocratic oath.” T

B oston, Massachusetts - 
Correction officials and 
public health experts are at 
odds over providing condoms to 
prison inmates in an effort to 
fight AIDS. Corrections officials 
say that while sex among inmates 
does occur, it is against the law, 
and to provide condoms would be 
to condone what is an illegal ac¬ 
tivity. 

Officials also say condoms are 
potential containers for contra¬ 
band. 

However, a member of Gover¬ 
nor William Weld’s AIDS Task 
Force, Dr. Anne DeGroot, says an 
emergency exists because of the 


ongoing sexual activity. In her 
words, “It is time to just wake up 
and provide condoms.” 

A federal study says prison in¬ 
mates are six times more likely 
than the general population to 
have AIDS. Advocates note that 
Vermont, Mississippi, and some 
other states are making condoms 
available to inmates in response to 
the health threat.

involved,” he continued. “The ac¬ 
tions of the ‘monster’ have begun 
to directly impact negatively on 
PWAs. To use a corporate term, 
we may need to think about pos¬ 
sibly downsizing the size of the 
AIDS service industry.” 

Finances stable 

In an interview with the Bay 
Area Reporter, top agency admin¬ 
istrators defended programs pro¬ 
vided by the foundation and in¬ 
sisted the agency served over 
100,000 individuals in the past 
year. They called public com¬ 
ments about the salaries of some 
administrators and the number of 
clients served by the foundation 
“misleading.” 

A review of the foundation’s 
independently audited financial 
statement for the year ending June 
30, 1996 found nearly 73 percent 
of the agency’s $16 million bud¬ 
get was spend on programs, com¬ 
pared to 20.6 percent for 
fundraising and 6.6 percent for 
management and general expense 
allocations. The SFAF audit was 
conducted by Deloitte & Touche, 
LLP. 

Lance Henderson, deputy di¬ 
rector of finance at the SFAF, also 
said the $1 million surplus re¬ 
ported in the audited financial 
statements is actually closer to 
$250,000. 

“Last year there was a change 
in accounting regulations,” he ex¬ 
plained. 

That change involves the way 
the agency’s report pledges are re¬ 
flected, so that the entire pledge 
must be recorded in the year it 
was made, regardless of whether 


the money has actually been re¬ 
ceived. For example, if a three- 
year gift of $30,000 is made, Hen¬ 
derson said, that entire amount is 
shown this year, even though only 
the first $10,000 may have been 
received. Henderson was asked 
what happens if for some reason 
the entire pledge is not received. 

“That’s one of the reasons we 
don’t spend it,” Henderson said, 
adding the SFAF is careful to 
spend only what pledges have ac¬ 
tually come in. “It’s not fair to say 
there is a $1 million surplus. The 
real operational surplus is one- 


ly, there are 142 slots in the hous¬ 
ing subsidy program, Henderson 
said. 

Revenue from private contrib¬ 
utors far exceeds government 
grant funds, according to the 
SFAF financial statements. For the 
year ending June 30,1996, almost 
74 percent of the $16,897,004 an¬ 
nual budget came from private 
giving and other non-government 
revenue. Rodrigues said that all of 
the SFAF’s programs are funded 
in part by this private revenue. 

As for those programs, Rene

quarter of a million dollars.” 

Additionally, some of those 
pledges are from this year’s AIDS 
Walk, and they are collected over a 
12-month period.

Private funding 

Henderson and Timothy Ro¬ 
drigues, media relations manager 
at the SFAF, also emphasized that 
the foundation does not allocate 
grant money for administrative 
salaries or benefits. Housing sub¬ 
sidy revenue, for instance, goes di¬ 
rectly into the subsidies. Current- 


grams, denied a comment made 
by Stephanie Batey of the Service 
Employees International Union, 
Local 790 that only 2,824 clients 
had been served by the founda¬ 
tion annually in the last few years. 

“It’s extremely misleading,” 
Durazzo told the B.A.R. “We serve 
well over 100,000 people in San 
Francisco, providing direct client 
services.” 

According to the audited fi¬ 
nancial statements, the SFAF pro¬ 
gram expenditure detail breaks 
down as follows: housing pro¬ 
grams, case management, client 
advocacy, and financial benefits 
counseling: $5,611,985; program 
department: $441,541; hotline 
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Coordinating Council, a group 
that meets throughout California 
and deals with federal Title II 
money. 

The ADAP program helps 
people with AIDS gain access to 
treatment drugs. Since protease 
inhibitors, along with virtually all 
AIDS drugs are so expensive, 
ADAP programs throughout the 
country are strapped for funds to 
meet the demand. 

“For me, one issue has been 
accurate data,” Lewis told the 
B.A.R. “I’m chair of the ADAP 
committee, and the reason I’m so 
interested in ADAP is [because] it 
doesn’t have advocates.” 

In general, all HIV/AIDS pro¬ 
grams cost money, with most of 
the funds coming from the gov¬ 
ernment for many agencies, Lewis 
said. 

“Big organizations - and in the 
Bay Area, that certainly defines 
the SFAF - they advocate for pro¬ 
grams they provide,” said Lewis. 
“ADAP is about providing drugs 
to people, and drugs only come 
from pharmaceuticals [compa¬ 
nies]. They [SFAF] don’t have 
anything to do with providing 
drugs, so they don’t advocate for 
them.” 

That may be changing, Lewis 
added. Recently, he met with 
Randy Allgaier, in SFAF’s public 
policy department, and came 
away more optimistic. 

“He said he’s going to spend 
energy in advocating for ADAP,” 
Lewis said. 

Lewis says it’s critical to keep 
“the big picture” in view when it 
comes to AIDS service organiza¬ 
tions. “The face of the epidemic is 
changing, and it might mean lay¬ 
offs of some people. Somebody 
needs to do some kind of studies.” 

Broader services 

Paul Wisotzky, a gay man liv¬ 
ing with AIDS who is chair of the 
SFAF board of directors, said he 
thinks it’s “too soon to say” 
whether AIDS organizations 
should change, “People should be 
concerned and start to plan. But 
it’s not drugs alone, it’s access to 
treatment and access to services.” 

And according to Durazzo, the 
SFAF has focused on adding a 
broader range and a greater depth 
to its services in the past three 
years. 

“We added the subsidy pro¬ 
gram several years ago to our ex¬ 
isting client base. It serves the ex¬ 
isting clients better. Housing is a 
major stabilizer. We just used to 
do emergency housing. We added 
permanent housing,” Durazzo 
said. 

Another example of a broader 
range of services is the SFAF’s 


out-stations in the Bayview- 
Hunters Point and Western Addi¬ 
tion areas of the city to target 
women with HIV/AIDS, Durazzo 
said. 

Investing money into access 
programs for HIV/AIDS clients is 
another objective of the SFAF, 
Durazzo said. He pointed to the 
successful work getting Chiron 
Corporation to offer free viral 
load testing in the city as one ex¬ 
ample of advocacy work. That ef¬ 
fort involved the SFAF joining 
with ACT UP/Golden Gate and 
the city in six months of negotia¬ 
tions with Chiron, one of two 
principal manufacturers of HIV 
viral load tests. Information about 
the free tests is available starting 
January 2. 

“Over the past few years, the 
SFAF has reinvested our financial 
growth back into client services,” 
Durazzo explained. 

Agency salaries 

Perhaps no topic evokes con¬ 
troversy more than the salary of 
SFAF Executive Director Pat 
Christen. Wisotzky said Christen’s 
salary is $134,137 as of 1994 
agency tax records. That does not 
include benefits, although Chris¬ 
ten does receive the same benefit 
package offered to all of the foun¬ 
dation’s full-time employees. 
Those benefits include a fully em¬ 
ployer-paid medical, dental, and 
vision plan, four weeks of vaca¬ 
tion annually, and sick leave, ac¬ 
cording to David Taylor, person¬ 
nel director at SFAF. 

According to Wisotzky, the 
board is now conducting Chris- 
ten’s annual performance evalua¬ 
tion. 

Wisotzky said the foundation’s 
19-member volunteer board is re¬ 
sponsible for determining Chris- 
ten’s salary and reviewing it every 
year. Since he joined the board 
over two years ago, the board has 
unanimously voted for annual 
salary increases Christen has re¬ 
ceived, he said. An extensive salary 
survey of other health nonprofits 
of similar size is completed as part 
of the process. 

“The board has a subcommit¬ 
tee that conducts a performance 
evaluation, including interviews 
with board members, staff and 
members of the community who 
work with Pat,” Wisotzky said. 

Asked if there’s a point where 
a salary is high enough, Wisotzky 
said the board is “very sensitive” 
to the issue. “We don’t want to be 
above the range,” he said, “and at 
the same time we have to have 
skilled people.” 

There are times when the 
board may disagree with Christen 
or vice versa, Wisotzky said. 
“We’re both very persuasive, and 
we have healthy discussions. But 
once a decision is made, we speak 
with one voice.” 

As for the salaries of other 
SFAF staff members, Taylor said 
the range for full-time social 
workers is between $31,500 and 
$46,600 annually. Those figures 
do not include benefits. 

Taylor said there are currently 
approximately 100 full-time em¬ 
ployees and about 420 active vol¬ 
unteers. 

The increase in staff is neces¬ 
sary, Durazzo said, in order to 
better serve SFAF clients. 

“A huge percentage of our 
client base are homeless,” he said, 
adding many clients also have 
substance abuse or mental health 
problems. “It takes expertise and 
strong sophistication within our 
staff to work with those clients. 
Adding individuals with those 
skills, that’s going to cost more.” 

Durazzo said that with 
changes in Social Security under¬ 
way, staff involved with benefits 
counseling also must possess spe¬ 
cific skills. T

SF AIDS Foundation board prez Paul Wisotzky speaks to the B.A.R.

E lected as the San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation Board of 
Directors president last No¬ 
vember, openly gay PWA Paul 
Wisotzky says that he’s prepared 
for the many challenges - and the 
controversy - that come with the 
post he officially began January 1. 

A former partner with Harder 
and Company, a research and 
consulting firm for healthcare and 
non-profit agencies, Wisotzky, 34, 
assumes leadership of the founda¬ 
tion at a pivotal point in the epi¬ 
demic - and in the history of the 
agency. 

The foundation is under fire 
by many AIDS activists who say it 
is a massive, entrenched social 
service bureaucracy, whose public 
policy priorities favor outdated 
and misguided client services over 
the provision of life-saving AIDS 
treatments. 

In a December 20 Wall Street 
Journal article, Names Project 
founder Cleve Jones - whose own 
health has improved because of 
recent advances in AIDS treat¬ 
ments - said treatment, and not 
social services, should be the cur¬ 
rent funding AIDS priority. Last 
October, Jones (whose Names 
Project is not without its own 
controversies and critics) publicly 
called for an end to the non-prof¬ 
it industry that critics call AIDS, 
Inc. 

The San Francisco AIDS Foun¬ 
dation was severely criticized late 
last year after Representative 
Nancy Pelosi secured more than 
$100 million in supplemental 
AIDS funding for the cash- 
strapped AIDS Drug Assistance 
Program. The foundation, with 
similar non-profits across the 
country, mounted a campaign 
that pressured Pelosi into ear¬ 
marking half of the additional 
funds for non-drug-related ser¬ 
vices. 

AIDS activists around the 
country widely denounced SFAF 
for its role in the fierce battle for 
the cash - including the spear¬ 
heading of a controversial phone- 
zap of Pelosi. Critics charged the 
lobby effort for the funds was 
misleading and manipulative. 

Many critics also view the 
agency’s recently announced 
plans to create community-based 
satellite AIDS Foundation service 
centers in the underserved West¬ 
ern Addition and Bay 
View/Hunter’s Point neighbor¬ 
hoods - as well the Castro - with 
concern. 

In a recent interview with the 
Bay Area Reporter, Wisotzky dis¬ 
cussed the criticism often hurled 
at the agency - and at its executive 
director Pat Christen, whose 
salary has been characterized as 
excessive and whose assertive 
management style has also been 
the subject of criticism. 

B.A.R.: How familiar are you 
with activist criticism of the foun¬ 
dation? 

Paul Wisotzky: From my per¬ 
spective, the most recent issue is 
around the AIDS Drug Assistance 
Program. I also think there are is¬ 
sues about our size, how we spend 
money, the clients we serve. I 
know there has been criticism 
about how we monopolize some 
of the fundraising venues and 
events. When I say this, I’m not 
saying that they are founded or 
unfounded. 


How important is the criticism of 
activists to you? 

It’s really important. I really 
see my leadership and my posi¬ 
tion as an opportunity to build 
bridges among the diverse mem¬ 
bers of our community. I want to 
listen. It’s one of my major goals: 
to listen, and have the board have 
more opportunities to listen, and 
to make the foundation a better 
listener. I’m not opposed to criti¬ 
cism or disagreement or diversity 
of opinion. 

What was your reaction to Cleve 
Jones's comments in the Wall 
Street Journal article? 

I was disappointed. I think that 
there is healthy disagreement 
about the balance between sup¬ 
portive services and treatment. At 
the same time, I think it’s a very 
divisive issue that is pushed upon 
us. I felt like the Wall Street Jour¬ 
nal really polarized the communi¬ 
ty in a way that it’s not, in order to 
make it look we’re more divided 
than we are, so that policy makers 
who have to ultimately make the 
decision in this arena will see us as 
being divided and will abrogate 
their responsibilities. It’s a lot 
grayer than it was portrayed. 

From the foundation’s per¬ 
spective, I think our position has 
been misunderstood. We did not 
do a good job of communicating 
our position on this. It was not a 
power grab. We have a very treat¬ 
ment-centric focus. 

We, of course, want to make 
sure that everyone has access to 
drugs. At the same time we want 
to make sure they have access to 
services which enable them to get 
the most benefit from treatments. 
It’s a dual approach. If you don’t 
have housing, if you don’t have 
access to clean water, if you don’t 
have your basic needs met and 
your life is full of chaos, having 
drugs isn’t going to be the answer. 

It will be part of the answer, but 
it’s more complex. 

How do you take the input and 
use it in leading the board and the 
foundation? 

During the next year, board 
members will be meeting with at 
least 60 organizations and indi¬ 
viduals to gather input about the 
foundation’s work and their opin¬ 
ions - what they like, don’t like, 
how we can work better together 
- and that will come back to the 
board and inform us and help us 
develop our end statements and 
how we want the agency to look. 
It’s essential to our work. 

What about Pat Christen? 

Pat is in charge of the day-to- 
day operations of the agency, as 
any CEO should be. The board 
gives her instructions through our 
end statements and we monitor 
her performance to see whether 
she is accomplishing those ends. 
The board sets the direction of the 
agency. 

I was a skeptic when I came to 
the foundation. I’d heard a lot of 
stuff about her. Getting to know 
her has been great. I see her as the 
brightest and one of the best lead¬ 
ers we have in HIV in the country, 
probably in the world. 

I say this to people as a gay 
man with AIDS. There are very 
few people I would let speak for 
me on these issues. Pat is one that 
I would. Because she gets it. She 
really gets it. I think she’s misun¬ 


derstood. 

I want to be clear that the 
board sets the vision and policy 
and direction. It is not Pat’s show. 
We take a lot of flak because of 
her. If we didn’t think she was the 
incredible leader, manager and 
administrator that she is, we 
wouldn’t maintain that relation¬ 
ship. 

Where do you think the animus 
about Christen comes from, then? 

We could do a better job of 
communicating what we do and 
why we do it. Some people are in¬ 
timidated by her. She’s smart, 


she’s assertive, she’s direct, she has 
a sense of where she’s going, and 
she has vision. In some circles, I 
think there is clear sexism and 
heterophobia - that she’s a 
straight woman running an 
agency - that came from the gay 
community. 

Do you set her salary? 

We set her salary, annually. We 
have a very standardized perfor¬ 
mance evaluation where we do in¬ 
ternal and external interviews. We 
do a market survey of CEOs of 
similarly-sized health non-profits 
around the country to make sure 


we are in the range of those 
salaries. The person who heads 
those evaluations is a vice presi¬ 
dent of Bank of America in charge 
of human resources. 

It is a very methodical, profes¬ 
sional, and fair assessment by the 
board, and the entire board votes 
on that. Every year. 

Are you really in touch with the 
needs of the gay community and 
the HIV/AIDS community you're 
supposed to serve? 

It would be stupid and irre¬ 
sponsible and insulting for me to 
say that I’m in touch with every¬ 
thing, because we are so large and 
diverse a community. 

I will say I think I am a differ¬ 
ent kind of person in terms of a 
leader for this organization. I’m 
not from the corporate sector. I 
worked in health and human ser¬ 
vices. I work with non-profits. I 
work with government. I’m not 
rich; I’m just a person. I’ve been 
living with HIV 13 or 14 years. 
I’ve had AIDS for three years. I’ve 
been very involved in the com¬ 
munity. 

My profession has been in 
health and human services- large¬ 
ly in AIDS. I’ve done a lot of work 
locally and nationally. I’m very fa¬ 
miliar with the AIDS service com¬ 
munity and how AIDS organiza¬ 
tions are structured, how services 
should be provided. I’m a differ¬ 
ent kind of person. I think that 
says a lot about the foundation. ▼

Surge in E. Bay AIDS housing availability 

HIV rental assistance program 
now accepting applications

L imited monthly rental assis¬ 
tance will be provided 
through Project Indepen¬ 
dence, a federally funded pro¬ 
gram, to people living with HIV 
or AIDS in Alameda County. Ap¬ 
plications will be accepted begin¬ 
ning today (Thursday, January 2) 
through the end of the month. 

Due to limited space, partici¬ 
pants may be chosen in a lottery, 
county housing officials said. To 
be eligible, a household must 
meet HUD guidelines for very low 
income, include one or more 
adults diagnosed with HIV or 
AIDS, and have a lease on an 
apartment or house in Alameda 
County that meets HUD rent and 
quality guidelines. 

Project Independence is just 
one of several programs devel¬ 
oped as a result of Alameda 
County’s AIDS Housing Plan that 
was completed in January 1996 by 
the Housing and Community De¬ 
velopment Department. The plan 
called for the creation of new re¬ 
sources and programs to address 
the severe housing crisis facing 
people living with HIV/AIDS. 

Now, nearly one year later, ap¬ 
plications to implement the AIDS 
Housing Plan have brought in 
more than $3 million in new 
funds for AIDS housing, and new 
programs are getting ready to 
open their doors. 

“It is very encouraging that we 
have been able to do so much so 
quickly,” said Linda Gardner, 
housing director for the county. 
“Our plan has brought national 
recognition and desperately need¬ 
ed dollars to Alameda County for 
AIDS housing.” 

Primary risk: 
homelessness 

According to the plan, the risk 
of homelessness is the number 
one housing issue facing people 
with HIV/AIDS. Of the more than 
600 people with HIV/AIDS who 
were surveyed as part of the de¬ 
velopment of the plan, nearly 44 
percent had been homeless at 
some time since receiving their 
diagnosis. 

More than 70 percent were 
paying more for their housing 
than is considered affordable, and 
nearly half reported they would 


have to move if their incomes 
dropped as little as $100 per 
month. 

To address these needs, the 
AIDS Housing Plan calls for a 
combination of programs to help 
keep people who are at-risk 
housed, while assisting those who 
are homeless to obtain appropri¬ 
ate housing. 

The county received more than 
$1 million for Special Projects of 
National Significance to operate 
the Project Independence pro¬ 
gram for three years. Project Inde¬ 
pendence combines limited rental 
subsidies with in-home care and 
support services, and accessibility 
improvements, to ensure partici¬ 
pants’ housing needs are met and 
enable them to live independently 
for as long as possible. 

The program’s objective is to 
prevent homelessness or the ne¬ 
cessity of moving to higher-care 


housing for people who can live 
independently with a little help. 

Katharine Gale, housing spe¬ 
cialist for Alameda County, told 
the B.A.R. that people selected 
through Project Independence 
could receive rental assistance 
every month for up to three years, 
provided there is no change in 
their income or other eligibility 
factors. 

Under the program, maxi¬ 
mum monthly subsidies will 
range from $150 to $200 for a sin¬ 
gle person living in a studio or 
one-bedroom unit; from $250 to 
$300 for a two-person household 
living in a one- or two-bedroom 
unit; and from $350 to $400 for a 
household of three or more peo¬ 
ple living in a two- or three-bed¬ 
room unit.

Shelter Plus to expand 

A second program targeting 
people who have already become 
homeless has received new feder¬ 
al funding and will open in early 
1997. The program is an expan¬ 
sion of the county and city of 
Berkeley Shelter Plus Care pro¬ 
grams that provide rent subsidies 
and service to homeless people 
with disabilities. 

The new program will bring 
the county and city programs to¬ 
gether with nearly $1.5 million in 
additional funds specifically tar¬ 
geted to homeless people with 
AIDS and related disorders who 
need a variety of types of housing. 

The third program that has 
benefited from the AIDS Housing 
Plan is the Ark of Refuge, a non¬ 
profit organization that has re¬ 
ceived federal funding to license 
its Walker House facility, which 


provides services to people who 
are very ill and need 24-hour care. 

Walker House is the only pro¬ 
gram in Alameda County that ac¬ 
cepts people who need intensive 
medical services and who have no 
other housing. It was one of five 
programs in the county that re¬ 
ceived federal supportive housing 
funds this year. Nearly $750,000 
has been targeted for Walker 
House over a three-year period. 

In addition to the special com¬ 
petitive grants received to increase 
housing options, the county is 
using federal funds to support an 
AIDS Housing Information Hot¬ 
line that started in late November. 
Eden Information and Referral in 
Hayward is operating the hotline 
to provide callers with the most 
current information on housing 
available for people with 
HIV/AIDS. The phone number is

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A new nuke: 1592U89

P i eople with AIDS have a new 
array of therapies to help 
delay progression of dis¬ 
ease. New reports are showing 
possible eradication of the virus 
in some cases. However, the new 
drugs can be difficult to take and 
do not work for everyone. Some 
people’s virus develops resistance 
to the current drugs, leaving them 
desperate for other options. All 
things considered, there is still a 
need for newer, better drugs to 
fight AIDS. 

It is becoming clearer that we 
see the best benefit with therapies 
including nucleoside analogues, 
like AZT, ddl, or 3TC; in combi¬ 
nation with protease inhibitors, 
such as crixivan and saquinavir; 
and perhaps non-nucleoside 
drugs such as nevirapine and 
delaviridine. People who use these 
combinations who have never 
taken the drugs before do the best. 
The perplexing problem we are 
now faced with is that many peo¬ 
ple who have been on these ther¬ 
apies may have developed mutat¬ 
ed forms of HIV which make the 
combinations less effective, or not 
effective at all. 

Many people have tried all five 
nucleoside drugs and now need a 
new one to complete whatever 
combination strategy is proving 
most effective. Just adding a pro¬ 
tease inhibitor to already used in¬ 
effective nucleosides is like taking 
the protease inhibitor alone, and 
we now know that monotherapy 
produces resistance very quickly. 
So it is now critical that these peo¬ 
ple have access to a new nucleo¬ 
side - so new that it doesn’t have a 
name - 1592U89. 

1592 is made by Glaxo-Well¬ 
come, the same company that 
holds the patent for AZT and 
3TC. In early pre-clinical trials 
(abstract Th.B294 from XI Inter¬ 
national AIDS Conference), the 
drug showed high potency against 
HIV. The drug is also synergistic 
with other nucleosides and pro¬ 
tease inhibitors and is active 


against AZT-resistant HIV in the 
test tube. It is absorbed easily and 
penetrates the central nervous 
system, which makes it a good 
candidate for treatment of AIDS 
dementia. 

Promising by itself 

Further data in human trials 
has shown that 1592 monothera¬ 
py is quite powerful and promis¬ 
ing. Mike Saag, a principle inves¬ 
tigator on the recent 1592 study, 


of the studies have been complet¬ 
ed in order to save their lives. 
Linda Grinberg, a person with 
AIDS from Los Angeles who is on 
the Board of Directors of Project 
Inform, is not worried about the 
possible side effects of 1592. She 
stated in the KQED report that 
“the side effects of AIDS is death. 
We can gather data until hell 
freezes over, but we will be bury¬ 
ing people daily. At a certain point 
we have to act.” 


Glaxo-Wellcome is clearly 
taking its sweet time in developing 
1592U89. 


says that the drug is “the most ac¬ 
tive agent in its class that we’ve 
ever observed.” His phase I/II 
study, presented at the Vancouver 
Conference, studied three groups 
of 20 people each with CD4 
counts between 200-500. All three 
arms were given 1592 in three dif¬ 
ferent doses, and after four weeks 
AZT was added for an additional 
eight weeks. After four weeks of 
follow-up, all 60 trial participants 
had similar viral load reductions 
(97 to 99.4 percent, or a 1.5 to 2.5 
log drop). 

Unfortunately, Glaxo-Well¬ 
come is clearly taking its sweet 
time in developing 1592. Reports 
are flying in the media about the 
AIDS community’s frustration 
and anger over this delay. A No¬ 
vember 12 article in the Wall 
Street Journal tells the story of 
people like Stephen Gendin, who 
have taken just about every an¬ 
tiviral drug and are desperate for 
access to 1592. 

On a KQED radio report 
Steven LaFon, a researcher from 
G-W, stated, “We are trying very 
diligently to do the studies we 
need to do to see that we can 
make it [1592] available and that 
we don’t put ourselves or the pa¬ 
tients and physicians at risk of 
making the mistake by using the 
drug improperly.” But people with 
AIDS have always been willing to 
take risks, to try drugs before all 


Compassionate use programs 
have been developed for promis¬ 
ing AIDS drugs before. It is not a 
new concept. Since the drug is not 
slated to be released until early 
1998, G-W should develop a com¬ 
passionate use program now and 
speed up the planned studies for 
an earlier approval. The company 
didn’t have a problem zipping 


3TC through the ap¬ 
proval process. 

ACT UP/Golden 
Gate believes that G-W is 
stalling the development 
of this drug so that they can 
maximize profits 
from their older, less 
effective drug, AZT, 
and further capitalize 
on the combination of AZT+3TC. 
They seem to be plodding along 
with the development of 1592. 
Urgency instilled upon people 
with AIDS demanding treatments 
is simply not there. Company rep¬ 
resentatives have claimed that the 
merger of Glaxo to Burroughs- 
Wellcome has delayed progress of 
1592. “It’s a business decision, not 
a moral one,” stated ACT 
UP/Golden Gate member Nadine 
Lurie. 

The drug has been tested in 
175 people with AIDS with no se¬ 
vere toxicities. It appears to be 
well-tolerated with mild nausea 
and headache. When people with 
AIDS at this juncture have no 
other options, a compassionate 
use program for 1592 is the 
morally correct thing to do. 



One of the first tar¬ 
gets of ACT UP was 
Burroughs-Wellcome, 
for the exorbitant price 
of AZT. The AIDS com¬ 
munity has come full 
circle in pressuring 
the maker of AZT to 
give access to a better 
drug for those who 
are resistant. Lurie adds, “Many of 
my HIV-positive friends are in a 
desperate position of needing 
1592 and are willing to fight for 
it.” 

Even though there is light at 
the end of the tunnel in the AIDS 
epidemic, there is still a need for 
drugs like 1592 and a need for ac¬ 
tivists to pressure the pharmaceu¬ 
tical industry for access. In the 
past, the AIDS community has 
taken it upon itself to make 
promising new drugs available to 
people who needed them when 
the pharmaceutical industry re¬ 
fused to make them available 
through conventional channels. It 
could happen again. People with 
AIDS have shown they are willing 
to take risks to get the things they 
need to stay alive. ▼ 


Cuba working on AIDS vaccine 


United Press International 

C uban President Fidel Castro 
has confirmed that his 
country is working on an 
AIDS vaccine, and that Cuban 
doctors have injected an experi¬ 
mental version of the drug into 24 
volunteers. 

Cuba’s official news agency 
Prensa Latina says that Castro has 
warned against false hopes for a 
cure, because the vaccine develop¬ 


ment is only in the early stages. 

Speaking at the 11 th National 
Science and Technical Forum De¬ 
cember 21, Castro reiterated his 
country’s commitment to bio¬ 
medical research as key to its fu¬ 
ture economic development. 

“We can’t live exclusively by 
cutting sugar cane and picking cof¬ 
fee and tobacco,” he said. 

Castro said “Cuba is among 
the top nations” trying to end the 
AIDS epidemic. The Prensa Lati¬ 
na report, monitored from Mexi¬ 


co City, came the day after Amer¬ 
ican Dr. David Ho was named 
Time magazine’s Man of the Year 
for his work on combating AIDS. 

Castro says current multi-drug 
treatments, such as the kind de¬ 
veloped by Dr. Ho, are too costly 
for people in developing nations. 

He says the 24 Cuban volun¬ 
teers injected with the experimen¬ 
tal vaccine are offering “a silent act 
of great heroism.” Castro did not 
offer details on how the volun¬ 
teers were chosen. ▼

I heard almost the 
exact roars of excitement 
at a party last week. A 
friend showed some old 
porno films, and everybody 
laughed and hooted 
through the rise and fall of 
scenes. From the 
kitchen, these shouts 
and hoots exactly 
matched those of men 
watching a football 
game, proof enough 
that football is merely porno with 
clothes; the slo mo, the collision 
of bodies, the asses. 

Then there’s those jerseys. A 
while back, college ball featured 
husky boys with bare midriffs ex¬ 
posed.

a Colt model. Don’t ask me what 
team he plays for. The text says, 
“Whosoever dons this cloth shall 
possess the grit of Hostetler.”

Bigotry from AZ

P hoenix, Arizona - Repub¬ 
lican conservatives in the 
Arizona Legislature are 
preparing legislation for 1997 to 
make sodomy a felony, and to 
ban any gay student organiza¬ 
tions from operating on high 
school or college campuses. One 
of the sponsors is Representative- 
elect Karen Johnson of Mesa, 
who says homosexual behavior is 
deviant and shouldn’t be sanc¬ 
tioned on campuses. The bills are 
patterned after laws passed last 
year in Utah. 

Cleveland passes 
discrimination law 
with teeth 

Cleveland, Ohio - A new Cleve¬ 
land ordinance is the first in the 
U.S. to make employment dis¬ 
crimination a crime punishable 
by both a jail term and a fine. The 
law makes it a crime to refuse to 
employ or promote because of, 
among other things, race, reli¬ 
gion, sex, sexual orientation, or 
age. The maximum penalty is six 
months in jail and a one-thou- 
sand-dollar fine. 

Floridians abandon anti¬ 
gay ballot measure 

Gainesville, Florida - It ap¬ 
pears Alachua County’s pro¬ 
posed so-called anti-gay amend¬ 
ment is a dead issue .. .at least for 
now. Concerned Citizens of 
Alachua County, the group that 
sponsored the initiative, has let 
pass the 30-day deadline in 
which to appeal a ruling that 
struck down the measure. 
Amendment One would have 
banned Alachua County com¬ 
missioners from adopting any 
ordinance that would prohibit 
classification or provision of 
civil rights protections based on 
sexual orientation. 

A state circuit judge ruled the 
measure is virtually indistin¬ 
guishable from Colorado’s 
Amendment Two, which was de¬ 
clared unconstitutional by the 
U.S. Supreme Court last May. 

Colorado bigots' lawsuit 
tossed out 

Denver, Colorado - A Denver 
judge rejected a request Thurs¬ 
day, December 19 for a restrain¬ 
ing order to block implementa¬ 
tion of the new policy allowing 
benefits to be extended to same- 
sex partners of city workers. 

Two citizens have sued the 
city over the policy, which is slat¬ 
ed to take effect after the first of 
the year. Paul Schaefer and Irene 
Tader filed the suit, claiming they 
are opposed to having their tax 
dollars spent on such benefits. 

Woman fights to make 
4-H discriminate 

Hamburg, Minnesota - A Carver 
County woman is taking aim at 
the non-discrimination pledge 
adopted by 4-H Clubs. The 
pledge, which all Minnesota 4-H 
leaders are required to sign, says 
the club will not discriminate on 
the basis of race, color or other 
factors, including sexual orienta¬ 
tion. Joyce Stuewe says the pledge 
is an open invitation to homo¬ 
sexuals, and that exposure to an 
“immoral and unhealthy” behav¬ 
ior is not positive for children. 
Stuewe’s four children, ages seven 
through 20, have been involved 


in 4-H over the years. 

Congress created 4-H in the 
early 1900s, and the organization 
grew out of rural beginnings to 
more than three million mem¬ 
bers. There are 1,500 4-H Clubs 
in Minnesota. The four H’s stand 
for “head, heart, hands and 
health.” 

Officials say the non-discrim¬ 
ination pledge has been in place 
for six years. 

NJ school board delays 
action on anti-gay plan 

Elizabethtown, New Jersey - 
There’s nothing like the threat of 
a lawsuit to make a school board 
stop and think. On December 17 
the Elizabethtown School Board 
in Lancaster County postponed a 
vote on a resolution denouncing 
homosexuality, after critics 
warned the plan could land the 
district in court. The board sent 
the plan back to its policy com¬ 
mittee for further legal review. A 
vote could be re-scheduled next 
month. 

The board apparently is con¬ 
cerned about a case in Wiscon¬ 
sin, in which a school district was 
ordered to pay nearly a million 
dollars for violating the rights of 
gay student Jamie Nabozny. 

Inconceivable Dole 
comment provokes 

Springfield, Illinois - Gov. Jim 
Edgar said he is still pondering 
the fate of Dan Miller, the Illinois 
Commerce Commission chair¬ 
man who offended Republican 
legislators with comments about 
GOP presidential nominee Bob 
Dole. 

Miller, during a program 
broadcast earlier this year, spoke 
out against opposition to same- 
sex marriages from people who 
claim they cannot conceive chil¬ 
dren by noting Dole and wife 
Elizabeth had not had children 
either. 

Miller’s term is about to ex¬ 
pire, and Edgar has been under 
pressure to replace him. Miller 
reportedly wrote letters to utility 
industry officials asking their 
support, but Edgar said he has 
heard little from utility officials. 

Edgar would not rule out the 
possibility of keeping Miller, but 
said he truly has not made up his 
mind. 

HIV blood assault gets 
PWA eight years 

Bloomington, Illinois - A 
man accused of shoplifting has 
received an eight-year prison 
term for trying to transmit HIV. 
Prosecutors say that Joseph 
Duarte, who has AIDS, smeared 
his blood on the open cut of a 
store manager when the manager 
accused him of trying to steal 
items. 

Duarte says he remembers lit¬ 
tle of what actually happened, 
and says he finds it hard to be¬ 
lieve he acted in such a manner. 

AIDS center torched on 
Christmas 

Lafayette, Indiana - A fire 
that destroyed an AIDS counsel¬ 
ing center is being blamed on an 
arsonist. The Christmas blaze 
gutted the downtown offices of 
Project AIDS-Lafayette. Fire in¬ 
vestigators say several small fires 
were started throughout the fa¬ 
cility. The person who reported 
the blaze left before investigators 
could arrive. ▼

M y all-time favorite movie is Nicolas Roeg’s Walka¬ 
bout, whose virtues are hard to proselytize because 
the film has never been issued on video and, when it 
has infrequently appeared on TV, has been cut. Still, 
Walkabout remains my favorite movie not only because of its po¬ 
etic content but because it is exactly what a great film should be — 
a transcendental emotional experience of complex visual beauty. 

Now that the 1971 film has been re-released with the excised 
material restored — censors were afraid that children might be 
aroused by the briefest glimpses of a teenage aborigine’s buttocks 
and penis — I hope filmgoers who have only heard about this 


philosophical paean to nature and stern warning about the pres¬ 
sures of urban life will see it “in the flesh.” 

Walkabout was Roeg’s first solo directing effort, and he’s never 
matched it since. He started as a cameraman, which explains this 
film’s spectacular cinematography. The ravishing sunsets, the sere 
and lush landscapes, the close-ups of animals and insects that sud¬ 
denly turn violent, all propel the story of two white Australian chil¬ 
dren who are abandoned in the outback when their uptight father 
goes berserk on a picnic and kills himself. 

Wearing their prim schoolyard flannels in the scorching desert 
heat, the two children — a 14-year-old girl (Jenny Agutter) and

Hollywood 101 

Andre Balasz has written the ultimate 
guide to living and dying in LA

F or the last seventy-five years there 
has been an uneasy fit between 
the movie-made Hollywood! and 
the actual Hollywood district,” 
writes urban theorist Mike Davis in the 
provocative new book Hollywood Hand¬ 
book. The discrepancy between rich-and- 
famous fantasy and harsh street reality, 
however, has proven highly inspirational 
to both cultural commentators and film 
fans. As Davis once noted, Southern Cal¬ 
ifornia “is the essential destination of any 
late-twentieth century intellectual, who 
must eventually come to take a peep and 
render some opinion.” 

That voyeuristic spirit fairly bursts 
from every page of Hollywood Handbook, 
a dishy, stylish, image-packed volume of 
history, fiction, and photography devot¬ 
ed to plumbing the depths of Tinsel 
Town.

Lesbians in Print: A Bibliography 
of 1,500 Books With Synopses by 
Margaret Gillon; Bluestocking, 
$19.50 

H n olden times, before the ex¬ 
plosion of lesbian writing and 
II publishing that began in the 
late 70s, finding books about les¬ 
bians was difficult, and finding 
books by lesbians was just about 
impossible. We had mostly to settle 
for secret, hidden lesbians, charac¬ 
ters who were immediately recog¬ 
nized by the Sapphisticated, but 
were invisible to straight readers. 

In Shirley Jackson’s The 
Haunting of Hill House , for exam¬ 
ple, Theodora is clearly a lesbian. 
We know this because her love in¬ 
terest is referred to as “the friend 
with whom she shared an apart¬ 
ment” and is never given a gender. 
Closeted gays and lesbians are, of 
course, the only people who refer 
to a romantic interest without 
using a gender-specific noun or 
pronoun. Thus when Ellen De- 


Generes refers to being “in a com¬ 
mitted relationship with a person 
[my emphasis],” she is announc¬ 
ing to all that she is a lesbian at the 
same time that she’s trying to hide 
that fact. 

Hidden lesbians aren’t the 
problem now for the intrepid 
dyke reader. Instead, we have such 
an abundance of books by and 
about, that the real trick is finding 
them. Libraries are less helpful 
than one might wish, since most 
books published by small presses 
are paperbacks, a format that li¬ 
braries tend to ignore. Fiction by 
lesbians often disappears into 
general classifications or is listed 
with books on sexual pathology. 
And while catalogs from lesbian 
presses might be a helpful starting 
place, what about the plethora of 
books published by feminist, aca¬ 
demic and mainstream publish¬ 
ers? What’s an eager dyke who 
loves to read supposed to do? 

Well, if you’re me, you piss and 
moan. Fortunately, Margaret 
Gillon is made of sterner stuff, 
and she has collected the begin¬ 
nings of what will be a complete

and regularly updated bibliogra¬ 
phy of lesbians in print. 

I had a chance to speak tele- 
phonically with Margaret Gillon 
about the incredible effort in¬ 
volved in creating Lesbians in 
Print. Gillon was a member of 
and later facilitator for a lesbian 
reading group, Radclyffe Readers, 
that met at A Different Drummer 
bookstore in Laguna Beach. “The 
hardest part was finding lesbian 
non-fiction,” the 38-year-old 
Gillon explains. 

A programmer at her day job, 
Gillon decided to create a lesbian 
data base, not realizing that the ef¬ 
fort would be a multiyear com¬ 
mitment. She started with the 
bookstore’s computer inventory, 
thinking she’d be able to screen 
the list for lesbian titles. Alas, the 
bookstore’s data base didn’t cate¬ 
gorize books that way. Gillon was 
able to identify some lesbian 
presses, however, and she request¬ 
ed catalogs. Once those books 
were entered in the data base she 
was creating, Gillon was on her 
way. As part of her search for les¬ 
bian titles, she ordered back issues 
of Lambda Book Report, contact¬ 
ed friends, and searched the Li¬ 
brary of Congress on-line data 
base. More searches meant new 
leads, which led to more titles. 

Early on in her search, Gillon 
decided that she would not cata¬ 
log secret lesbians. She explains: “I 
chose books because they had les¬ 
bian themes or specific chapters 
dealing with lesbian issues. I tried 
not to list books that were by les¬ 
bian writers but had no lesbian 
content or relevance. For exam¬ 
ple, I have books listed which are 
biographies of Willa Cather, but I 
don’t have any writing by Willa 
Cather included. 

“I contacted Marianne Ferrari, 
editor of the Ferrari Travel Plan¬ 
ner,” Gillon continues, “and she 
convinced me to buy an ad in the 
Planner for the bibliography.” Be¬ 
cause the ad was for a book that 
did not yet exist in published 
form, Gillon realized that it was 
time to stop. What began as a per¬ 
sonal quest for the always vitally 
necessary something-to-read had 
become 480 pages of books cata¬ 
loged by title, author, publisher 
and subject. Every title had a syn¬ 
opsis supplied by the publisher, or 
when that was not available, a 
brief quote from a review. Ready 
to publish, Gillon founded Blue¬ 
stocking Books, with Lesbians in 
Print as its first title. 

Gillon hopes the book will be 
“a giant source book for lesbians 
who love to read,” but she has 
plans for future publications as 
well. “I want to publish every¬ 
thing, especially some good 
non-fiction on untouched topics. 
I’d like to have a press,” she com¬ 
ments, “that’s doing significant 
long-term work as well as fun 
short-term work. I’d like to see a 
non-fiction book about cancer 
survivors like me. We’ve had the 
books where the woman dies. But 
I haven’t seen a book where the

her six-year-old brother (Lucien 
John) — set off across the track¬ 
less wasteland. The girl is bossy, 
proper and brave; without her 
grit and determination, they 
might have died the first few days, 
but in her bourgeois certainties 
lie the seeds of the tragedy to 
come. Eventually the twosome is 
discovered by an aborigine boy 
(David Gumpilil) who is on his 
“walkabout,” an adolescent rite of 
passage where a teenage abo wan¬ 
ders in the wilderness, learning to 
become a man. They can’t com¬ 
municate in words, but soon the 
three form a family unit and 
spend idyllic days swimming 
naked, laughing, hunting, climb¬ 
ing trees. 

Small, ugly snippets of civi¬ 
lization are laced into the enig¬ 
matic editing. The minimal 
script by Edward Bond, the 
British socialist playwright, is un¬ 
relenting towards the foolishness 
of adults, their civilized discon¬ 
tent, and hideous exploitation of 
primitive peoples. We under¬ 
stand from the beginning that 
this “walkabout” is not going to 
end well. Yet after the tragedy 
comes poetry. The final se¬ 
quence, with its haunting A.E. 
Housman quotation, is as emo¬ 
tionally devastating as any I’ve 
ever seen in a film; I can’t even 
write about it without choking 
up. Don’t miss Walkabout. It may 
even change your life. ▼

person survives, and the effect 
that survival has on the relation¬ 
ship.” Given the high rate of breast 
cancer among lesbians, the ques¬ 
tion of what happens to people 
when they realize that dying will 
not be part of the cancer equation 
is a serious one. 

Astonishing numbers 

I’ve been reviewing lesbian 
books at the B.A.R. since 1990, 
and I have ready access to gay and 
lesbian bookstores, so I would 
have thought that I’d seen most of 
the lesbian books of the past few 
years. I would have been wrong. I 
was astonished at the number of 
writers and titles in Lesbians in 
Print that were new to me. 

Gillon expects to add out-of- 


print titles to later editions. In- 
between new issues, you can 
check out her Internet site (not on 
the World Wide Web) - 
http://home.earthlink.net/~grif- 
fgiU/index.html - which is updat¬ 
ed monthly with new titles. The 
on-line site is remarkable. Books 
are listed within selected cate¬ 
gories, such as mystery or aging or 
separatism, and within each cate¬ 
gory alphabetically by author. All 
of which means that if you have 
access to the Internet, you can 
find something to read. The book 
is wonderful, but the on-line list¬ 
ing is a gift. 

Reference books tend to be¬ 
come dated almost before they are 
published, but I believe Lesbians in 
Print is a work that will retain its 
value and usefulness for years to 
come. If you are a lesbian who loves 
to read, you owe yourself a copy of 
this remarkable bibliography. ▼

racism and classism that were the 
foundation of the search for the 
ideal Wac. The search for “re¬ 
spectable” women led “naturally” 
to middle- and upper-class whites, 
and although women of color and 
working-class women were even¬ 
tually allowed to enlist, they were 
typically given menial and mean¬ 
ingless employment. The racism 
of the male military and the cul¬ 
ture at large were replicated in the 
WAC. The classism, however, was 
its own contribution. 

Meyer provides a great deal of 
information about women who 
have served. For example, the 
term “camp follower” originally 
applied to women who provided 
necessary laundry, cooking and 
nursing services. It was only later 
that men added the suggestion of 
sexual service to the phrase. Per¬ 
haps even more interesting, given 
the historical place of World War 
II as the war everyone supported, 
is the little-known fact that the 
rumors about Wacs that were de¬ 
signed to keep them out of the 
military were generated by men 
who realized that if women filled 
their clerical and non-combatant 


jobs, they would have to go to the 
front. 

That women, like men, might 
wish to serve their country in time 
of peril seems to have been diffi¬ 
cult for the men of the ’40s to ac¬ 
cept. As difficult, apparently, as it 
is for our legislators to accept the 
idea that gay men as well as les¬ 
bians and straight women have a 
desire to serve in the military. Cre¬ 
ating GI Jane is a powerful indict¬ 
ment of the sexism that domi¬ 
nates the military. It is also a fas¬ 
cinating look at the ways in which 
women insisted upon their right 
to serve their country. ▼

#|| ne good reason to read Cre¬ 
ating GI Jane is to crank up 
l||i your sense of outrage at the 
scandalous behavior of men to¬ 
ward women. Another reason 
might be to gain a deeper under¬ 
standing of the grotesquely inap¬ 
propriate “Don’t ask; don’t tell” 
policy, which guarantees that the 
surest way to destroy a woman 
who won’t put out is to accuse her 
of being a lesbian. 

Leisa Meyer looks at the histo¬ 
ry of the Women’s Army Corps 
(WAC), the women who created 
the WAC, and the double bind in¬ 
volved in creating the “female sol¬ 
dier.” As Meyer explains, “If 
women maintained their femi¬ 
ninity they would be viewed as in¬ 
competent soldiersf,] and if they 
succeeded as soldiers they must 
have lost or rejected their femi¬ 
ninity and become mannish. 
Women who maintained their 
femininity were relegated to the 
role of sexual victim, used and 
discarded by a male military 
which violated their trust and 
their virtue. In this scenario the 
dangers of losing or rejecting 
one’s femininity were inscribed in 
the images of sexually indepen¬ 
dent women: dykes or whores.” 

Meyer traces the growth of the 
WAC with special attention to the

Man of My Dreams: Provocative 
Writing on Men Loving Men; 
edited by Christopher Navratil, 
Chronicle Books, $14.95 

I f you’re still on the prowl for 
that perfect post-Xmas stock¬ 
ing stuffer/New Year’s gift, you 
could do worse - much worse - 
than the new Chronicle Books an¬ 
thology Man of My Dreams. This 
book highlights brief selections 
from the work of some 46 gay au¬ 
thors writing on the eternal sub¬ 
ject of the love that dares to speak 
its name (here anyway) in all its 
many guises. 

These fragments from novels, 
short stories, poems, plays, essays, 
memoirs and letters are divided 
into six major sections (“Hidden 
Desires,” “First Meetings,” “Fami¬ 
ly and Friends,” “Break-up,” “Brief 
Encounters” and “Courtship & 
Commitment”) and feature the 
musings of everyone from Evelyn 
Waugh to David Sedaris, Ten¬ 
nessee Williams to Dale Peck. 
Many of the writers here are rep¬ 
resented by excerpts from their 
most famous works - Waugh 
from Brideshead Revisited , David 
B. Feinberg from Spontaneous 
Combustion, etc. - while other in¬ 
clusions (Williams’ poem “Life 
Story,” James Merrill’s “A Differ¬ 
ent Person”) are genuine surpris¬ 
es that nevertheless strike a re¬ 
sponsive chord. 

Although some might accuse 
Man of My Dreams editor 
Christopher Navratil of playing to 


the gay attention-span 
challenged of the ’90s 
with these sometimes 
too pithy pieces (none 
is more than a few 
pages in length), they 
actually serve a dual 
purpose here, which is 
both to introduce or 
reacquaint the reader 
with a certain writer’s 
work and then, hope¬ 
fully, inspire them to 
check out that 
scribe’s oeuvre more j 
thoroughly. Such 
was the case for me 
with Lytton Stra- 
chey, that most em¬ 
inent of Victorians, 
whose Queen Vic¬ 
toria (1921) biog¬ 
raphy revolution¬ 
ized that art form. 

His hilarious one-pager, “Letter 
From Lytton Strachey to Dora 
Carrington, 10 June 1930,” re¬ 
counts his cruising an “attractive 
tart” at the National Gallery only 
to discover that it’s really the 
Prince of Wales. This amusing 
and perhaps made-up anecdote 
led me to purchase Michael Hol- 
royd’s superlative and recently up¬ 
dated bio of Strachey ( Lytton 
Strachey ) as well as rent the video 
Carrington, wherein British actor 
Jonathan Pryce makes a brilliant 
stab at portraying the difficult, al¬ 
beit charming, eccentric. 

More careful editing might have 
helped clear up a pervasive prob¬ 
lem here: embarrassing, obvious 
and annoying typos. One grating 
instance of this is in The Dreyfus 


Affair excerpt, where 
Frank Sinatra’s version of Ira 
Gershwin’s “Our Love Is Here to 
Stay” is referred to as “Our Lady Is 
Here to Stay” (perhaps confused 
with the celebrated “Our Lady Is a 
Tramp”?). That said, however, most 
of Man of My Dreams is an enter¬ 
taining and enlightening read, 
skipping as it does across decades 
of gay writing to prove that, as 
David Plante notes in the book’s 
intro, “there is growing more and 
more powerfully and self-confi- 
dently, a muscular body of writing 
about gay sex and love and life that 
exposes the pimples on the back, 
the hair around the nipples, the 
hernia scar, but that remains very 
attractive, very sexy.” ▼

Hollywood

the notorious inn nestled just 
above the swinging Sunset Strip 
where, in 1982, John Belushi in¬ 
dulged in his last freebase and 
where for more than half a centu¬ 
ry screen idols, artists, rock stars, 
photographers, and hangers-on of 
various stripe have famously hung 
out. 

The book’s editor, acclaimed 
hotelier Andre Balazs, is also the 
man who “revived and restored” 
the Chateau to its former glory as 
the residence hotel of choice. The 
Chateau’s glamour, however, lies 
less in its European-inspired ap¬ 
pearance — it was originally fur¬ 
nished with antiques from De¬ 
pression-era Beverly Hills’ man¬ 
sions — than in its hideaway mys¬ 
tique. Fittingly, Hollywood Hand¬ 
book opens with a 1939 quote 
from Columbia Pictures boss 
Harry Cohn that establishes the 
if-walls-could-talk appeal: “If you 
must get in trouble, do it at the 
Chateau Marmont.” 

Cynical readers might think 
that Balazs has assembled this odd 
slice of Hollywoodiana as just so 
much crass advertising for the 
hotel (it certainly made me want 
to stay there). But perceptive read¬ 
ers will see that Hollywood Hand¬ 
book is as edifying of trends in so¬ 
ciety, art and morals as it is su¬ 
perbly entertaining. The casual 
reader will be transfixed by such 
things as diagrams that detail 
celebrity name changes (Tony 
Curtis/ Bernard Schwartz; Veron¬ 
ica Lake/Constance Ockleman), a 
condensed autobiography of glit¬ 
terati journalist Dominick Dunne 
(who stayed at the Chateau while 
covering the O.J. Simpson trial), 
and groupie-era memoirs by Eve 
Babitz. And those who pride 
themselves on their steady diets of 
“literature” will doubtless appre¬ 
ciate the inclusion of William 
Faulkner’s tragic Southern Cali¬ 
fornia short story, “The Golden 
Land.” Though Faulkner’s piece 
orbits such things as a casting- 
couch orgy and adultery, Faulkn¬ 


er was never one for cheap shots, 
and neither is Hollywood Hand¬ 
book. Even the capsule versions of 
Hollywood rapes, murders, over¬ 
doses and scandals get thoughtful 
treatment. 

It should come as no surprise 
that Hollywood Handbook is un¬ 
avoidably queer. Uberqueens 
Gore Vidal and Rex Reed pop up, 
as do fictional queer icons, like 
Vidal’s film theory-wielding 
transsexual Myra Breckinridge, 
who reveals in juicy excerpts from 
the novel of the same name that 
even she knows Marmont is 
where “Greta Garbo stays on her 
rare visits to Hollywood.” In an¬ 
other particularly revealing sec¬ 
tion, Axel Madsen digs into the 
real Garbo’s lesbian life. Madsen 
writes that one of Garbo’s direc¬ 
tors “hinted that it was not her 
vanity that shortened her career, 
but her fear of being discovered as 
a lesbian.” In what is perhaps the 
most innuendo-laden section of 
the book, Madsen also recounts 
Howard Hughes’ obsessive con¬ 
trol of Jane Russell’s bra, as well as 
the ambisexual shenanigans in a 
Chateau bungalow involving sev¬ 
eral cast members of Rebel With¬ 
out A Cause. 

But Hollywood Handbook isn’t 
just bedroom antics. Balazs’s as¬ 
tute selections shine light on more 
culturally relevant Hollywood 
phenomena. For instance, critic 
Harold Brodkey offers politically 
correct musings on the “conde¬ 
scendingly respectful bimboiza- 
tion” of female stars during Oscar 
telecasts, while Francis Ford Cop¬ 
pola muses on the future of cine¬ 
ma. The messages delivered here 
concern this town’s perennial ten¬ 
dency toward crassness. As if to 
underscore that point, Balazs in¬ 
cludes a telling excerpt from Budd 
Schulberg’s 1941 Hollywood 
novel What Makes Sammy Run?, 
in which we meet the prototype of 
today’s ubiquitous Hollywood 
exec. Schulberg’s “angry expose” is 
now, ironically, a cigar-chomping 
character guide to The Industry. 
Hollywood Handbook, however, is 
the glamorous and essential refer¬ 
ence volume for the rest of us. ▼

Callas — Images of a Legend by 
Attila Csampai; Stewart, Tabori 
& Chang, $75 

A ll the outsized elements 
necessary for grand opera 
were present in her life, and 
now, 19 years after her death, the 
legend of Maria Callas continues 
to fascinate and amaze. It is the 
growing appreciation of the 
Greek singer’s art which would 
likely have pleased her the most. 
Attila Csampai’s Callas — Images 
of a Legend , a stunning collection 
of photographs spanning Callas’ 
career, promises to generate even 
more enthusiasm for the artist 
better-known as “La Divina.” 
Many of the photos collected here 
were taken by some of the finest 
photographers in the business — 
Cecil Beaton, Horst, Gordon 
Parks and Angus McBean, among 
others. Csampai’s essay succinctly 
covers the essential biographical 
details of Callas’ life, often with 
insight, humor, and no little 
pathos. Or perhaps we should say 
bathos, considering that some of 
the prose is pretty purple. For in¬ 
stance: “She gave the world all that 
an individual can possibly give 
and more: she surrendered her 
soul, indeed, her inner universe.” 
Or this gem: “No longer was there 
a reason for her — the messenger 
of the gods — to continue living.” 
Writing like this reminds us that 
part of the Callas legend was her 
amazing ability to inspire feelings 
of awe in even the most emotion¬ 
ally remote human beings. That 
extraordinary emotional quality 
resonates throughout this book, 
whose unforgettable images 
sometimes seem barely contained 
by the page. 

Also new in the Callas market¬ 
place are two videos from EMI. 
Maria Callas in Concert features 
the singer in two live Hamburg 
performances dating from 1959 
and 1962. Callas & Company — 
Great Ensembles & Scenes is a 
compilation of the singer’s work 
with her most famous colleagues, 
including Tosca with Tito Gobbi 
and Guiseppi di Stefano. Both 
offer vivid proof of the singular 
magnificence of the art of Maria 
Callas. ▼
